Special emphasis shall be placed on the 
administration of the program in counties which have turned over their 
county road systems to the state, and have transferred all funds, supplies, 
equipment, machinery, and materials to the State Highway Department for 
the construction, maintenance, and repair of county roads and bridges 
within such counties. Specific reference shall be made to the feasibility of 
such plan, the problems involved, from the point of view of both the county 
and the state, and recommended solutions, improvements, or corrections.

Meetings, passage of ordinances, etc.- The council shall - 
hold regular public meetings on Tuesday of each and every week at a 
regular hour to be fixed by the order of said council from time to time 
and publicly announced; it may hold such adjourned, called, special or other 
meetings as the business of the city may require. The President of the 
council when present shall preside at all meetings of said council. Five 
members of the council shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of any 
and every power conferred upon said council, and the affirmative vote of at 
least five members of the council shall be necessary and sufficient for the 
passage of any resolution, by-law or ordinance, or the transaction of any 
business of any sort by the said council or the exercise of any of the powers 
conferred upon it by the terms of this Act or by law or which may here- 
after be conferred upon it. No resolution, by-law or ordinance granting 
any franchise, appropriating any money for any purpose, providing for any 
public improvements, any regulation concerning the public health, or of 
any other general or permanent nature except the proclamation of quaran- 
tine, shall be enacted except at a regular public meeting of said council or 
an adjournment thereof. Every ordinance introduced at any and every such 
meeting shall be in writing and read before any vote thereon shall be taken, 
and the yeas and nays thereon shall be recorded; provided that if the vote 
of all councilmen present be unanimous it may be so stated in the journal 
without recording the ayes and nays. A record of the proceedings of every 
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meeting of the council shall be kept, and every resolution or ordinance 
passed by the council must be recorded and the record of the proceedings 
of the meeting shall, when approved by the council, be sigmed by the Presi- 
dent of the council and the city clerk. Such record shall be kept available 
for inspection by all citizens of such city at all reasonable times. No ordi- 
nance of permanent operation shall be passed at the meeting at which it 
was introduced except by unanimous consent of all members of the coun- 
cil present, and such unanimous consent shall be shown by the aye and 
‘nay votes entered upon the minutes of said meeting, provided, however, 
that if all members of the council present vote for the passage of the 
ordinance and their names are so entered of record as voting in favor 
thereof, it shall be construed as giving unanimous consent to the action 
upon such ordinance at the meeting at which it is introduced. Publication 
of ordinances shall be governed by Alabama Code of 1940, Section 462, as 
amended, Title 37. Provided all ordinances or resolutions, after having been 
passed by the council, shall by the clerk, be transmitted, within forty-eight 

ours after their passage, to the mayor or acting mayor, for his considera- 
tion, who, if he shall approve thereof, shall sign and return the same to 
the clerk, who shall publish them, and such ordinances and resolutions 
shall thereupon have the force of law; but the council may provide that 
they shall be effective from approval. An ordinance or resolution may 
be recalled from the mayor at any time before it has become a law, 
or has been acted on by him, by a resolution adopted by a majority of the 
members elected to the council, in regular or special session. If the mayor 
shall disapprove of any ordinance or resolution transmitted to him as afore- 
said, he shall, within ten days of the time of its passage by the council, 
return the same to the clerk with his objections in writing, and the clerk 
shall make report thereof to the next regular meeting of the city council, 
and if two-thirds of the members elected to the said council shall adhere 
to said ordinance or resolution, notwithstanding said objections, said vote 
being taken by yeas and nays and spread upon the minutes, then, and not 
otherwise, said ordinance or resolution shall, after publication thereof, have 
the force of law, unless by its terms it was to take effect on its approval, 
in which event, it shall take effect upon its passage over such veto. The 
failure of the mayor to return to the city clerk an ordinance or resolution 
with his veto within ten days after its passage by the council shall operate 
and have the same effect as an approval of the same, and the city clerk 
shall publish the same as is herein provided for the publication of laws 
and ordinances of said city. Every ordinance and resolution, providing for 
appropriations and budgets, shall be submitted to the mayor as ordinances 
are above provided to be submitted, and may be approved in part and 
vetoed as to specific items, to be mentioned by the mayor in his veto mes- 
sage; in which case there shall first be submitted to the council at its next 
regular meeting the question: ‘Shall the ordinance pass, the veto of the

TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Act No. 452, H. 974, Regular Session of 1955 (Acts 1955, 
p. 1004) by amending the title and Sections 1.01, 3.01, 3.02, 3.09, 3.15, 
4.02, 4.05, 4.06, 5.01 and 5.02 of said Act. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Delete the title of Act No. 452, H. 974 Regular Session 
(Acts 1955 p. 1004) and substitute in lieu thereof the following: 


“To provide a form of municipal government to be known as the 
Mayor-Council form of government which may be adopted by any city in 
the State of Alabama having a population of more than 300,000 according 
to the last or any succeeding Federal or municipal census; to provide the 
method by which any such city may adopt the Mayor-Council form of 
government; to provide for the calling and holding of elections to vote 
thereon; to define and provide the legal status, form of government and 
powers of any such city under the Mayor-Council form of government; to 
provide as the governing body of such city a city council; to provide for 
the number of members of the council, their election and terms of office; 
to provide the functions, duties, powers and authority of the city council; 
to provide for the election, appointment or designation of officers and em- 
ployees of the city and for their qualifications, duties, functions, powers and 
authority; to provide for the election, term, qualifications and compensa- 
tion of a Mayor and for the filling of vacancies in the office of Mayor 
and to provide the duties and authority of the Mayor; to provide for the 
control of the finances of such city; to provide for an annual budget, its 
preparation, submission, and adoption and the effect thereof; to create and 
define the powers, functions, duties and authority of the department of fi- 
nance and the director of the department of finance; to regulate purchases 
and contracts of such city; to provide for the terms and effects of succession 
in government of any city adopting the Mayor-Council form of government; 
to make various other provisions for any such city which adopts the Mayor- 
Council form of government and for the government thereof; and to provide 
for the means of abandoning the Mayor-Council form of government and 
the adoption by the city of other forms of municipal government in lieu 
thereof.” 


Section 2. Sections 1.01, 3.01, 3.02, 3.09, 3.15, 4.02, 4.05, 4.06, 5.01 
and 5.02 of Act No. 452, H. 974, Regular Session 1955 (Acts 1955, p. 
1004), as amended, which relates to the establishment of a mayor-council 
form of municipal government in cities, population of more than 300,000, 
are amended to read: 
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“Section 1.01. Cities to which Act applies. — Any City in the State 
of Alabama, which has a population of more than three hundred thousand, 
according to the last federal census, or which may hereafter have such 
population according to any federal census that may be taken hereafter, 
may adopt the Mayor-Council form of government by proceeding in the 
manner hereinafter in this Act provided.” 


“Section 3.01. Number, election; term.—The council shall have nine 
members elected from the city at ee in the manner hereinafter provided. 
Five members of the council shall be elected on the second Tuesday in 
October of the year during which the term of the five members of the 
first council elected under the provisions of Section 1.07 hereof for the 
term most closely approximating two years shall expire, for terms of two 
years each, and their successors shall be elected on the second Tuesday in 
October of the second year thereafter following, and every fourth year 
thereafter, for terms of four years each. The councilmen so elected shall 
take office on the second Tuesday in November following their election. 
The four remaining members of the council shall be elected on the second 
Tuesday in October of the year during which the term of the members 
elected under the provisions of Section 1.07 hereof for the term most closely 
approximating four years shall expire, and their successors shall be elected 
on the second Tuesday in October of every fourth year thereafter follow- 
ing, for terms of four years each. The councilmen so elected shall take 
office on the second Tuesday in November following their election. Elections 
shall, except as otherwise herein provided, be governed by the general pro- 
visions of law relating to municipal elections of such city. No voter shall 
vote in said election or in any “other election provided for by this Act for 
either a greater or lesser number of candidates than the number of seats in 
the council to be filled at such election, and any violation of this provision 
shali nuliify the balict of the viclater. Only the candidates receiving a major- 
ity of the votes cast in any such election shall be elected to the council; 
and in the event a run-off or second election is necessary, the same shall be 
held on the third Tuesday following the first election in the mode prescribed 
in Section 1.07. A majority of the votes cast in any election held under 
this Act shall mean an excess of votes over a number ascertained by dividing 
the total of all votes cast for all candidates by the number of seats in 
council to be filled, and then dividing the result by two.” 


“Section 3.02. Statement of candidacy— Any person desiring to be- 
come a candidate at any election for the office of councilman may become 
such candidate by filing in the office of the judge of probate of the county 
in which such city is situated, a statement in writing of such candidacy and 
an affidavit taken and certified by such judge of probate or by a notary 
public that such person is duly qualified to hold the office for which he de- 
sires to be a candidate. Such statement shall be filed at least twenty-one 
days before the date set for such election and shall be in substantially the 
following form: ‘State of Alabama, ________ County. I, the undersigned, 
being first duly sworn, depose and say that I am a citizen of the City of 

, in said State and County, and reside at ________ in said city 

____.., that I desire to become a candidate for the office of councilman 
in said city at the election for said office to be held on the __ day of 
October next and that I am duly qualified to hold said office if elected 
thereto and I hereby request that my name be printed upon the official 


ballot at said election. Signed ________; Subscribed and sworn to before 
me by said _________ on this ___ day of ________, 19__, and filed in this 
office for record on said day. ______, Judge of Probate.’ Said statement 


shall be accompanied by a qualifying fee in the amount of $60.00, which 
fee shall be paid over by the judge of probate to the general fund ‘of 
the city. At every such election all ballots to be used by voters shall be 
printed and prepared by the election commission or other body or official 
charged by law with the duty of conducting elections and at the expense of 
said city, and shall contain the names of all candidates directly underneath 
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the words ‘For members of the council.’ No name shall appear upon said 
ballot as a candidate for election except the names of such persons as have 
become candidates according to provisions as above set forth; no ballot 
shall be used at any such election except the official ballot prepared by the 
election commission or other body or official charged by law with the duty 
of conducting elections, except that the names of candidates may be suita- 
bly placed on voting machines if such machines are used to conduct such 
election. No primary election shall be held for the nomination of candi- 
dates for the office of councilman and candidates shall be nominated only 
as hereinabove provided.” 


“Section 3.09. Vacancies in council.- Vacancies in the council shall 
be filled by the council at the next regular meeting or any subsequent meet- 
ing of the council, the person so elected to hold office only until the next 
election of any kind in which voters of the city to which this Act applies 
are qualified electors, at which time said unexpired terms shall be filled by 
said electors in accordance with all provisions of law applicable to such city; 
in any event the person elected shall hold office until his successor is elected 


and qualified.” 


“Section 3.15. Meetings, passage of ordinances, etc. — The council 
shall hold regular public meetings on Tuesday of each and every week at a 
regular hour to be fixed by the order of said council from time to time 
and publicly announced; it may holds such adjourned, called, special or 
other meetings as the business of the city may reouire. The President of 
the council when present shall preside at all meetings of said council. Five 
members of the council shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of any 
and every power conferred upon said council, and the affirmative vote of at 
least five members of the council shall be necessary and sufficient for the 
passage of any resolution, by-law or ordinance, or the transaction of any 
business of any sort by the said council or the exercise of any of the 
powers conferred upon it by the terms of this Act or by law or which 
may hereafter be conferred upon it. No resolution, by-law or ordinance 
granting any franchise, appropriating any money for any purpose, providing 
for any public improvements, any regulation concerning the public health, 
or of any other general or permanent nature except the proclamation of 
quarantine, shall be enacted except at a regular public meeting of said 
council or an adjournment thereof. Every ordinance introduced at any and 
every such meeting shall be in writing and read before any vote thereon 
shall be taken, and the yeas and nays thereon shall be recorded; provided 
that if the vote of all councilmen present be unanimous it may be so stated 
in the journal without recording the yeas and nays. A record of the pro- 
ceedings of every meeting of the council shall be kept, and every resolution 
or ordinance passed by the council must be recorded and the record of the 
proceedings of the meeting shall, when approved by the council, be signed 
by the President of the council and the city clerk. Such record shall be 
kept available for inspection by all citizens of such city at all reasonable 
times. No ordinance of permanent operation shall be passed at the meeting 
at which it was introduced except by unanimous consent of all members of 
the council present, and such unanimous consent shall be shown by the aye 
and nay votes entered upon the minutes of said meeting, provided, however, 
that if all members of the council present vote for the passage of the 
ordinance and their names are so entered of record as voting in favor 
thereof, it shall be construed as giving unanimous consent to the action upon 
such ordinance at the meeting at which it is introduced. Publication of 
ordinances shall be governed by Alabama Code of 1940, Section 462, as 
amended, Title 37. Provided all ordinances or resolutions, after having been 
passed by the council, shall by the clerk, be transmitted, within forty-eight 
hours after their passage, to the mayor or acting mayor, for his considera- 
tion, who, if he shall approve thereof, shall sign and return the same to the 
clerk, who shall publish them, and such ordinances and resolutions shall 
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thereupon have the force of law; but the council may provide that they 
shall be effective from approval. An ordinance or resolution may be re- 
called from the mayor at any time before it has become a law, or has 
been acted on by him, by a resolution adopted by a majority of the mem- 
bers elected to the council, in regular or special session. If the mayor shall 
disapprove of any ordinance or resolution transmitted to him as aforesaid, 
he shall, within ten days of the time of its passage by the council, return 
the same to the clerk with his objections in writing, and the clerk shall make 
report thereof to the next regular meeting of the city council, and if two- 
thirds of the members elected to the said council shall adhere to said ordi- 
nance or resolution, notwithstanding said objections, said vote being taken 
by yeas and nays and spread upon the minutes, then, and not otherwise, 
said ordinance or resolution shall after publication thereof, have the force 
of law, unless by its terms it was to take effect on its approval, in 
which event, it shall take effect upon its passage over such veto. The failure 
of the mayor to return to the city clerk an ordinance or resolution with 
his veto within ten days after its passage by the council shall operate and 
have the same effect as an approval of the same, and the city clerk shall 
publish the same as is herein provided for the publication of laws and 
ordinances of said city. Every ordinance and resolution, providing for ap- 
propriations and budgets, shall be submitted to the mayor as ordinances 
are above provided to be submitted, and may be approved in part and 
vetoed as to specific items, to be mentioned by the mayor in his veto 
message; in which case there shall first be submitted to the council at 
its next regular meeting the question: ‘Shall the ordinance pass, the veto of 
the mayor notwithstanding?’ and in the event that two-thirds of the mem- 
bers elected to the council do not vote for the passage of the ordinance the 
veto notwithstanding, there shall then be submitted the question: ‘Shall the 
ordinance stand as approved by the mayor?’ and if a majority of those 
elected to the council vote in the affirmative the law as amended and ap- 
proved by the mayor shall have the force and effect of law as in other 
cases, otherwise such appropriation ordinance or budget shall be defeated.

“Section 4.02. Statement of candidacy. — Any person desiring to 
become a candidate at any election for the office of mayor may become 
such candidate by filing in the office of the judge of probate of the county 
in which such city is situated, a statement in writing of such candidacy, ac- 
companied by an affidavit taken and certified by such judge of probate 
or by a notary public that such person is duly qualified to hold the office 
for which he desires to become a candidate. Such statement shall be filed 
at least twenty-one days before the day set for such election and shall be 
in substantially the following form: ‘State of Alabama, County. 
I, the undersigned, being first duly sworn, depose and say that I am a 
citizen of the City of _________, in said State and County, and reside 
at _________ in said city of ________, that I desire to become a candidate 
for the office of mayor in said city at the election for said office to be 
held on the day of October next and that I am duly qualified to 
hold said office if elected thereto and I hereby request that my name be 
printed upon the official ballot at said election. Signed __.§_____; Sub- 
seribed and sworn to before me by said —_________ on this 
—_______, 19__, and filed in this office for record on said day. _____, 
Judge of Probate.’ Said statement shall be accompanied by a qualifying 
fee in an amount equal to two per centum (2%) of the first year’s salary 
of the office to which he seeks election; which qualifying fee shall be paid 
over by the judge of probate to the general fund of the city. At every 
such election all ballots to be used by voters shall be printed and prepared 
by the election commission or other body or official charged by law with 
the duty of conducting elections and at the expense of said city, and

shall contain the names of all candidates directly underneath the words 
‘For mayor.’ No name shall appear upon said ballot as a candidate for

elections, except that the names of candidates may be suitably placed on 
voting machines if such machines are used to conduct such election.

“Section 4.05. Vacancy in office of mayor. — Whenever any vacancy 
in the office of mayor shall occur by reason of death, resignation, removal, 
or any other cause, the president of the council shall assume the duties of 
the office of mayor effective on the date such vacancy occurs and shall 
serve as acting mayor until a new mayor is elected and qualified as herein- 
after provided. The acting mayor shall receive no additional compensation 
for services performed as acting mayor over and above the usual per diem 
compensation provided for all councilmen but shall be reimbursed for all 
reasonable expense which may be approved by the council, and the compen- 
sation received for days of service as acting mayor shall not be counted in 
determining the maximum annual compensation permitted council members. 
The election commission of the city, if there be one, and if not, then the 
council thereof shall, within five days of the occurrence of a vacancy in 
the office of mayor, call a special election to fill such vacancy, such 
election to be held on a Tuesday not less than thirty and not more than 
forty-five days from the occurrence of such vacancy. Notice of such election 
shall be given at the expense of the city by one publication at least eighteen 
days in advance of the same in one or more newspapers published in such 
city. The method, procedure and requirements of qualifying, voting upon 
and determining the successful candidate shall be the same as is provided 
herein relative to the election of the mayor at regular elections, except that 
statements of candidacy must be filed at least twenty days before the date 
set for such election. The successor to the mayor chosen at any such elec- 
tion shall qualify for office as soon as practicable thereafter, and shall be 
clothed with and assume the duties, responsibilities, and powers of such of- 
fice immediately upon such qualification, and shall hold office for the un- 
expired term of his predecessor and until his successor is elected and guali- 
fied.” 


“Section 4.06. Powers and duties of mayor. — The mayor shall be 
the head of the administrative branch of the city government. He shall not 
sit with the council nor shall he have a vote in its proceedings, and he 
shall have the powers and duties herein conferred. He shall be responsible 
for the proper administration of all affairs of the city and, subject to the 
provisions of any civil service or merit system law applicable to such city 
and except as otherwise provided herein, he shall have power and shall be 
required to: 


“(1) Enforce all laws and ordinances; 


“(2) Appoint and, when necessary for the good of the service, remove 
all officers and employees of the city except as otherwise provided by this 
Act and except as he may authorize the head of a department or office 
to appoint and remove subordinates in such department or office; provided 
that he shall not appoint or remove officers and employees of; 


“(a) any library board of the city; 


“(b) any board of the city having control over any park, recreation 
facility, fair or exhibit; 
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“(e) any municipally-owned public utility, including electric, gas and 
water systems, while such utility is operating under a board constituted by 
law or required by the terms of any indenture, mortgage or deed of trust 
providing for employment by other authority; 


“(d) any school board of the city; 
“(e) any planning board or zoning board of the city; 


“(8) Excercise administrative supervision and control over all depart- 
ments created by this Act or by law hereafter created by the council except 
those enumerated in subdivision (a) to (e) inclusive of subsection (2) of 
yen section, and except those otherwise given independent status under this 

ct. 


“(4) ‘Keep the council fully advised as to the financial conditions 
and needs of the city; prepare and submit the budget annually to the coun- 
cil and be responsible for its administration after its adoption; prepare and 
submit, as of the end of the fiscal year, a complete report on the financial 
and administrative activities of the city for such year. 


si “(5) Recommend to the council such actions as he may deem desir- 
able. 


“(6) Prepare and submit to the council such reports as may be re- 
quired of him. 


“(7) Perform such other duties as may be prescribed by this Act. 


“(8) Fix the salaries or compensation of all officers and employees of 
the city who are appointable by him, subject, however, to the provisions 
of any civil service or merit law applicabie to tie city. 


“(9) Appoint an officer to be known as the chief administrator who 
shall be exempt from the provisions of any civil service or merit system law 
applicable to the city; who shall serve at the pleasure of the mayor; who 
shall perform such executive, administrative and managerial duties as may 
be assigned to him by the mayor; and who shall receive such salary as the 
mayor shall fix from time to time, except that the annual salary fixed by 
the mayor shall in no event exceed $15,000. The chief administrator must 
reside within the city during his term of office. He must have had some 
formal training in public administration and at least three years experience 
in an executive position in municipal administration; provided, however, a 
majority of the council shall have the power to approve the appointment of 
a person having different qualifications, upon the recommendation of the 
mayor, and following public hearings with regard to the qualifications of 
such person.” 


“Section 5.01. Fiscal Year. — The fiscal year of the city government 
shall begin on the first day of September and shall end on the last day of 
August of each calendar year. Such fiscal year shall also constitute the 
budget and accounting year. As used in this Act, the term ‘budget year’ shail 
mean the fiscal year for which any particular budget is adopted and in 
which it is administered. However, the council may by ordinance or resolu- 
tion establish a different fiscal year.” 


“Section 5.02. Submission of Budgets. — On a day to be fixed by 
the council the mayor shall submit to the council: 


“(a) a separate current revenue and expense budget for the general 
operation of the city government, to be known as the ‘general fund budget’;

city;

“(e) acapital budget; and 

“(d) a budget message. 
“When submitting the budgets to the council, the mayor shall submit his 
recommendation of new sources of revenue or manner of increasing existing 
sources of revenue, sufficient to balance the budgets, if such additional 
revenue is necessary to accomplish that purpose.” 


Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
repealed. 


Section 4. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
this Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 5. This Act shall become effective immediatley upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

That there be and is hereby established in and for Chero- 
kee County, Alabama, a court of law which shall be called the “Cherokee 
County Court”, which shall be a court of record, and which shall have 
and exercise the jurisdiction, authority, function and powers hereinafter 
conferred upon it by this Act. 


Section 2. That the first judge of the court created hereby shall be 
the person holding office as the Judge of the “Cherokee Law and Equity 
Court” when the same is abolished by this act, and shall hold office as 
Judge of said court until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in 
January 1965, and until his successor shall be elected and qualified. A Judge 
of said court shall be elected by the qualified electors of Cherokee County,

Vacancies in the office of the judge of said court shall be 
filled by appointment by the Governor, and the person so appointed shall 
hold office as required by the Constitution of this State.

Section 4. That said court shall be held at the courthouse of Chero- 
kee County, Alabama, and that said court shall be open at all times for 
the trial of cases and transaction of business. The judge of said court may 
determine and fix the time of holding the sessions of said court for the 
trial of all cases, both civil and criminal; provided, however, that all civil 
and criminal cases in which no jury is demanded, shall be called for trial 
at least once in each month, and for the trial of civil and criminal cases 
wherein juries have been demanded there shall be two sessions of court 
each year, and time of said sessions to be fixed by the court by order 
entered upon the minutes of the court. Provided, however, that this 
section shall not be construed to prevent the continuance of any case in

applicable to Cherokee County, Alabama. It shall also be his duty to collect, 
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or receive from the sheriff, all fines and forfeitures in the court, which he 
shall pay into the Fine and Forfeiture Fund of Cherokee County. He shall 
also have all other powers and discharge all other duties which shall de- 
volve upon the clerks of the Circuit Courts of Alabama, and shall be subject 
to the same pains and penalties with regard to the duties of the office as 
by law provided in the Circuit Courts of Alabama. The deputy clerk of the 
Circuit Court of Cherokee County, Alabama, shall be ex-officio deputy 
clerk of the Cherokee County Court, and shall exercise the same powers 
and perform the same duties as are exercised and performed in the Circuit 
Courts of Alabama. 


Section 8. That the clerk, with the approval of the judge of said 
court is hereby authorized to purchase all necessary furnishings, records, 
stationary and supplies for the equipment and maintenance of said court 
and the same shall be paid out of the county Treasury upon warrants 
drawn by the judge and signed by the clerk. 


Section 9. The Sheriff of Cherokee County shall, in person or by a 
deputy, or deputies appointed by him, said appointment to be approved bv 
the judge of said court, be required to attend upon said court in pre- 
serving order, and execute all writs of process, and perform such other 
duties, in all respects as in the Circuit Courts of this State, and for him- 
self and each deputy required for attendance upon said session of said 
court, he shall receive the same amount received by sheriffs and deputies 
in the Circuit Courts of the State of Alabama, payable out of the county 
Treasury upon his warrant except, however, as limited by existing local 
laws in regard to compensation for the Sheriff of Cherokee County, Ala- 
bama, and his regular deputies, approved by the presiding judge, provided 
that the sheriff and his deputies shall not receive pay except for the time 
that the court is actually in session and none of such compensation to the 
deputies shall be shared in by the sheriff; and for the service by the sheriff 
of the process of said court, the sheriff shall receive the same fees and 
compensations for serving the process of the court as he receives under 
the laws of the State of Alabama or any laws enacted in the future by the 
Legislature of Alabama for the compensation of the Sheriff for similar 
services in the Circuit Court. 


Section 10. That the judge of said court shall appoint a competent 
person, who shall not be required to reside in Cherokee County, Alabama, 
capable of taking the proceedings of, said court in shorthand, or by me- 
chanical device or devices, as the official court reporter for said court, and 
shall make an order of appointment of such official reporter, and when so 
appointed may be removed by the judge of said court at his discretion, and 
his duties shall be the same as are now provided by law for the reporter 
of the Circuit Courts of the State and he shall receive the same rate of 
compensation for transcribing the testimony or other proceedings as are 
now provided for said Circuit Court Reporter, and shall receive as a salary 
the sum of Nine Hundred Dollars per annum. The said annual salary of 
said official Court Reporter shall be paid out of the County Treasury of 
Cherokee County, Alabama, in equal monthly installments at the end of 
each month upon warrants drawn in the same manner as other employees 
of Cherokee County are paid. 


Section 11. That in all cases reported by an official Court Re- 
porter, there shall be taxed as a part of the costs of the case a fee of 
Five Dollars for each day or fraction thereof that such reporter shall be 
engaged in reporting a case, to be collected as costs as in other cases, and 
when collected, paid by the Clerk of the Court into the County Treasury 
of Cherokee County, Alabama; provided, however, that in criminal cases 
where the defendant enters a plea of guilty, in cases where a money judge- 
ment is sought, in cases of less than one hundred doijlars as determined 
by the complaint, and in cases where there is a judgment by default, 
there shall be no Court Reporter’s fee. 
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Section 12. The Cherokee County Court shall have and exercise the 
following jurisdiction, authority and powers: 


(a) Exclusive jurisdiction of all causes against persons charged with 
the commission of a misdemeanor. On all indictments returned by Grand 
Juries of Cherokee County, Alabama, against persons charged with a 
misdemeanor, the clerk of this court shal! issue capiases returnable to this 
court. 


(b) Exclusive jurisdiction of all criminal cases appealed from the 
Court of any Mayor, Recorder, Justice of the Peace or Notary Public 
ex officio Justice of the Peace. 


(c) Exclusive jurisdiction of all civil cases appealed from the Court 
of any justice of the Peace or Notary Public ex officio Justice of the Peace. 


(d) Unlimited jurisdiction concurrent with the Circuit Court of Cher- 
okee County, Alabama, in all civil cases, where the amount involved does 
not exceed ten thousand dollars. 


(e) It shall have power to issue any and all special and extraordinary 
writs that circuit courts or judges thereof are authorized to issue, except 
such as are peculiar to a court of chancery. 


(f) It may exercise all other powers and authority that are, or that 
may hereafter be conferred upon the Circuit) Courts or the Judges thereof, 
including the power to punish for contempt, consistent with the jurisdiction 
conferred hereby. 


(g) Unlimited concurrent jurisdiction of all causes that are confer- 
red upon Justice of the Peace Courts of the State under the general laws 
of the State of Alabama. 


Section 18. (a) All laws and rules of practice with reference to 
process, pleading and practice, and the drawing of juries in the several 
proceedings in the Circuit Court shall be applicable to this court, and all 
statutes and rules of practice pertaining to county courts and to the circuit 
court shall be applicable to criminal causes pending in this court. All 
cases tried in Cherokee County Court shall be tried by the judges without 
a jury, the judge to decide all questions of law and fact, unless any party 
-to a civil action involving Fifty Dollars ($50.00) or more may demand a 
trial by jury by endorsement on the initial general pleading filed therein, 
and unless a party charged with a criminal offense makes a demand for a 
trial by jury by endorsing the same on the bond at the time of making 
the same, or filing such demand with the Clerk of the Court with fifteen 
(15) days after the arrest of the defendant. On such jury demand being 
made in either a criminal or civil action, the Clerk shall place such 
cause on the jury dockets of said court. All civil cases involving less than 
Fifty Dollars ($50.00) shall be tried by the court without a jury. 


(b) That civil cause may be transferred from the Cherokee County 
Court to the Circuit Court in Equity for the same reason and in the same 
manner and under the same rules and regulations as is now provided for 
the transfer of causes from the law side of the Circuit Court to the 
Equity side of said Court. 


(c) The Venue in any case in the said Cherokee County Court shall 
be changed to any other county under the same orders and regulations as 
governed by change of venue in the Circuit Court. 


(d) Prosecutions for misdemeanors committed in Cherokee County 
may be instituted in Cherokee County Court by making an affidavit be- 
fore the Judge, Clerk or the Solicitor of said Court, the writ on said 
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affidavit to be issued by the Clerk, Solicitor or Judge of said Court, and 
when the defendant is arrested on said affidavit, the cause shall be 
docketed for trial and be tried as though the defendant had been. indicted 
by a Grand Jury. 


(e) That the Supreme Court and the Court of Appeals of this State 
shall have appellate and supervisory jurisdiction over said court and the 
judge thereof, which may be exercised in the manner as such jurisdiction 
may be exercised over the Circuit Courts of the State and the judges there- 
of, and appeals may be taken from the orders and judgments of said 
court to the Supreme Courts and Court of Appeals in the same manner, 
and within the same time as appeals are now taken from the orders and 
judgments of the Circuit Courts of the State. 


(f) Bills of exception in the trial of cases in this Court are hereby 
abolished in the same manner, and under the same conditions as are con- 
templated as attaining in the Circuit Courts of this State under the pro- 
visions of Title 7, Section 827 (1) et seq of the Code of Alabama of 1940, 
as recompiled in 1958.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Section 1 of Act No. 661, H. 1077, Regular Session 1957, 
an act creating the Madison County Court (Acts 1957, v. 2, p. 1008) is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 1. There is hereby created and established in and for the 
County of Madison, State of Alabama, a court which shall be known and 
ealled the Madison County Court. The court is hereby invested with and 
shall have and exercise final jursdiction of the following offenses when 
committed in Madison County: Violations of Sunday, vagrancy, assaults, as- 
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saults and batteries, and affrays in which no stick or other weapon is used; 
when the value of the commodity does not exceed ten dollars of larceny, 
whether at common law or by statute, of embezzlement and receiving 
stolen or embezzled goods, knowing them to be stolen or embezzled; for 
failure to work on the public road after legal notice; of offenses for cruel- 
ty to animals; of public drunkenness; and of any and all other misde- 
meanors of which justices of the peace have final jurisdiction under the 
general law, including violations of traffic laws, rules of the road and all 
other offenses triable in justice of the peace courts or courts of like juris- 
diction under the provisions of Title 36, Code of Alabama, 1940, and any 
amendments or additions thereto. The court shall also have jurisdiction 
concurrently with the circuit court of all misdemeanors not herein speci- 
fically named. The court shall have preliminary jurisdiction of all felonies 
committed in the county, and shall have jurisdiction of bastardy and peace 
proceedings. All jurisdiction of justices of the peace and notaries ex offi- 
cio justices of the peace in criminal and quasi-criminal cases heretofore 
granted to and conferred upon them by law, as to Madison County, is 
hereby revoked. The Madison County Court shall also be invested with 
and shall have and exercise jurisdiction in all civil cases at law when the 
matter or sum in controversy does not exceed one thousand dollars 
($1,000) and of all other civil cases of which justices of the peace have 
jurisdiction under the general law. 


“The Madison County Court shall not be a court of record, but it 
shall have a seal of office. The court shall not draw or impanel juries. 
When the defendant demands trial by jury in any criminal case in such court 
the case shall immediately be transferred to the Circuit Court of Madison 
County in the same manner prescribed by Section 424 of Title 18, Code 
of Alabama, 1940, for the transfer of cases in which trial by a jury is 
demanded in a justice of the peace court. Upon the transfer of any case to 
the circuit court for trail by jury, the solicitor shall make, sign, and file a 
brief statement of the cause of complaint in substantially the form pre- 
scribed in Section 363 of Title 15, Code of Alabama 1940, and the case 
shall then proceed to a jury trial in the circuit court without any indict- 
ment or presentment by the grand jury. 


“Any case pending in the court of any justice of the peace of Madison 
County or in the Inferior Court of Huntsville when this Act becomes ef- 
fective may be transferred to the Madison County Court, hereby estab- 
lished, for further prosecution.

When execution 
against the defendant is returned ‘no property found,’ the chief clerk shall 
issue execution against the plaintiff for all costs created by him in ob- 
taining his judgment in the same manner that circuit clerks issue execu- 
tions in such cases. The same fees and costs allowed by law in civil cases 
to justices of the peace, constables, sheriffs and witnesses for services in 
justice of the peace courts shall be taxed and collected in each civil 
case in the Madison County Court.

The 
same fees and costs authorized by law to be taxed in justice of the peace 
courts or courts in lieu of justices in the State shall be taxed and col- 
lected in each criminal case tried or plea of guilty entered in ssid court. 
In addition thereto, there shall be taxed and collected for the use of the 
county in each criminal case docketed a trial fee of one dollar and fifty 
cents ($1.50). All costs, fees, fines and forfeitures collected for the county 
shall be paid monthly by the chief clerk to the county treasurer or other 
proper custodian. All fines, forfeitures and other monies collected by the 
chief clerk for the State of Alabama shall be paid monthly by such chief 
clerk to the state treasurer or other proper custodian. The costs and fees 
accruing to sheriffs, constables, witnesses, and justices of the peace and 
other monies collected shall be paid direct to those entitled to receive 
same. The said chief clerk shall give bond before he enters upon his 
duties with good and sufficient sureties thereon, in the penal sum of five 
thousand dollars, payable to the State of Alabama, and conditioned to 
faithfully discharge the duties of such office, and to pay all monies to 
the proper authorities and persons to whom they are due, and to faith- 
fully account for all monies coming into his hands by virtue of his office, 
which bond shall be approved by the chairman of the board of county 
commissioners or like governing body of the county, and together with 
his oath of office, shall be filed in the office of the probate judge of 
Madison County.”

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA AS FOL- 
LOWS: 


Section 1. DEFINITIONS. The following words, terms, and phra- 
ses, wherever used herein, shall have the meanings respectively ascribed 
to them in this section, and shall include the singular as well as the plural: 


ALLOCATION means the assignment of positions to a class on the 
basis of the nature, difficulty and responsibility of work of the positions. 


APPOINTING AUTHORITY means the official or board designated 
by resolution of the governing body as being the official or board having 
authority to fill vacancies in a specified class, or the governing body itself 
in the event that the governing body has made no such designation in 
respect to a class, or having made such designation, has thereafter re- 
pealed such resolution. 
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BOARD means the Personnel Board of the City of Decatur. 


CERTIFY, CERTIFICATION means the act of supplying the ap- 
pointing authority with names of applicants deemed eligible for appoint- 
ment to the class or position to be filled. 


CITY means the City of Decatur. 


CLASS means a position or group of positions that involve similar 
duties and responsibilities and require similar qualifications and are desig- 
nated by a single title indicative of the work to be performed. 


COURT means the Circuit Court of Morgan County, Alabama. 


ELIGIBLE LIST means a list of names of persons who have success- 
fully competed by examination, arranged in the order of their final ratings. 


EMPLOYEE means a person regularly occupying a position in the 
classified service or a person who is on authorized leave of absence and 
whose position is being held for him pending his return, but shall not in- 
clude an independent contractor. 


DEMOTION means removal of an employee from a position in one 
class to a position in another class having a lower maximum salary 
limit than the position from which he was removed. 


GOVERNING BODY means the Board of Commissioners of the city 
or any governing authority which is a successor thereto. 


ORIGINAL APPOINTMENT means the appointment to a position 
in the classified service of a person who is not being reemployed from the 
reemployment list, nor being promoted from the promotional eligible list 
and who, except for those in the exempt service and those serving under 
temporary appointment, is not an employee of the city. 


ORIGINAL APPOINTMENT ELIGIBLE LIST means the eligible 
list of persons qualified for original appointment to a position. 


LAID-OFF means separated from the classified service of the city 
because of lack of work or funds or other reason not related to fault, 
delinquency or misconduct on the part of the employee. 


POSITION means a group of current duties and responsibilities as- 
signed or delegated by competent authority and requiring the full cr part 
time services of one employee. 


PROMOTION means a change of employment from a position of one 
class to a position of another class which has a higher maximum salary 
rate. 


PROMOTIONAL ELIGIBLE LIST means the eligible list of persons 
qualified for promotion to a position. 
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REEMPLOYMENT LIST means the list of names of former em- 
ployees who have been laid-off from a position who had permanent 
status in that position so long as that position continued in the classified 
service, arranged in the inverse order in which they were laid-off. 


VACANCY means a position duly created with funds provided for 
payment of a salary, which is not occupied, or which is occupied by 
a person serving under a temporary appointment. 


Section 2. DIVISION INTO EXEMPT AND CLASSIFIED SERV- 
ICES. All offices and positions of the city shall be divided into the 
exempt service and the classified service. The exempt service shall include: 
the positions of all elected officials of the city; the positions of voluntary 
personnel and personnel appointed to serve without pay; the positions 
of consultants rendering temporary professional service; all positions 
involving seasonal or part time employment; such positions as the board 
shall determine to involve unskilled or semi-skilled work; the positions 
of attorneys rendering legal service; the positions held by persons em- 
ployed by the Municipal Utilities Board of Decatur, Morgan County, Ala- 
bama, and by any other boards and commissions of the city; provided, 
however, such positions in the exempt service held by employees of such 
other boards and commissions may be placed in the classified service by 
resolution of the governing body, after favorable recommendation by such 
other board or commission, and the governing body in such resolution 
shall prescribe the conditions under which the employees holding such 
positions so transferred may acquire permanent status in such positions 
so long as such positions remain in the classified service. The classified 
service shall include the City Recorder and all other positions in the city 
service that are paid out of the general fund of the city and out of funds 
of boards aiid commissions Whose employees are placed in the classified 
service, and which are not specifically placed in the exempt service; pro- 
vided, however, the governing body may by resolution, pursuant to a rec- 
ommendation by the board, remove any position from the classified service 
and place it in the exempt service. Unless otherwise specifically provided 
or clearly implied, the provisions of this act shall apply only to the 
classified service. 


Section 8. STATUS OF PRESENT EMPLOYEES. All employees 
who have acquired permanent status under Act No. 788 adopted at the 
1961 Regular Session of the Legislature shall, subject to the provisions of 
this Act, have permanent status in their present positions so long as such 
positions remain in the classified service. All other employees shall be 
eligible to acquire permanent status in their present positions so long as 
such positions remain in the classified service in the manner provided in 
Section 14, upon completing six months’ service in such positions, such 
time to be computed from the beginning of such service, rather than 
from the effective date of this act. 


Section. 4. ORGANIZATON OF BOARD. The personnel program 
established by this act shall be administered by the board. The board 
shall consist of five members who are residents of the city and who shall 
be appointed by the governing body. The members of the board shall be 
persons in sympathy with the application of merit principles to public em- 
ployment. No member of the board shall be employed by or be an official 
of the city, nor hold any elective public office. The members of the board 
shall serve staggered five year terms so that the term of one member 
of the board will expire at the end of each year. The first board under 
this act shall consist of the members of the board presently serving as 
the board under Act No. 788 adopted at the 1961 Regular Session of the 
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Legislature, and each of said members of said present board shall continue 
to be a member of said first board under this act until the expiration of 
the term for which said member was appointed to membership on the 
present board. Vacancies occurring during a term shall be filled for the 
balance of the term by the governing body. Members of the board shall 
serve without compensation, but funds shall be provided from the general 
fund of the city for their reasonable and necessary expenses. The board 
shall elect from its own members a chairman, a vice chairman and a 
secretary-treasurer. The board shall meet as often as shall be necessary 
to effectuate the purposes of this act. A majority of the members of the 
board shall be necessary to constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business and no action shall be taken without the affirmative vote of a 
majority of the quorum present at a meeting. The board with the approval 
of the governing body, shall have the right to engage such full or part- 
time personnel as shall be necessary to carry out the provisions of this 
act. 


Section 5. GENERAL DUTIES OF BOARD. In addition to the 
duties set forth elsewhere in this act, the board shall (a) advise the gov- 
erning body on matters of personnel administration, including the develop- 
ment of personnel rules, a job classification plan and a systematic pay 
plan; (b) represent the public interest in the improvement of personnel 
administration in the city service; (c) make any inquiry which it may con- 
sider desirable concerning personnel administration in the city service; and 
(d) make recommendations to the governing body with respect to any of 
the foregoing duties. 


Section 6. RULES, CLASSIFICATION PLANS, AND PAY 
PLANS. So long as the same are not inconsistent with this act, the board 
shall have the power to recommend to the governing body the adoption 
of rules and regulations for the operation of the merit system established 
hereby, a job classification plan, a pay plan and a plan for the mandatory 
and or permissive retirement of employees. Within sixty (60) days after 
the presentation of a recommendation of the board, the governing body 
shall act upon the same, and if the governing body by resolution adopts 
the recommendation of the board, the same shall become operative and 
have the force and effect of law. All rules, regulations and pay and classi- 
fication plans in effect at the time of the adoption of this act which are 
not in conflict with the provisions hereof shall remain in force and effect 
after the effective date of this act until the same ar altered, amended or 
repealed in the manner hereinafter provided. 


Section 7. AMENDMENTS AND REPEAL. Any rule, determina- 
tion, regulation or plan may be amended or repealed in whole or in part 
in the same manner as is provided herein for the making of such rules, 
determinations, regulations or plans. 


Section 8. JOB CLASSIFICATION PLAN. After the adoption by 
the governing body of a job classification plan, allocation of each position 
in the classified service shall be made by the board with the approval of 
the governing body to the end that all positions in the same class shall be 
sufficiently alike to permit use of a single descriptive title, the same qualifi- 
cation requirements, the same test of competence, and the same pay 
scale. 


Section 9. PAY PLAN. After the adoption by the governing body 
of a pay plan and any rules of its administration, the board with the 
approval of the governing body, will assign each position to one of the 
pay ranges provided in the pay plan to the end that the rate or range of 
compensation for each class provided for in the pay plan shall be such 
as to reflect fairly the differences in duties and responsibilities in the 
various classes. 
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Section 10. EXAMINATIONS. Eligibility for original appoint- 
ment or promotion to vacancies in positions in the classified service oc- 
curring after the adoption of this act shall be determimed by competitive 
examinations of applicants therefor. Examinations shall be in such form 
as will fairly test the abilities and aptitudes of the applicants with respect 
to the duties to be performed. Applicants who pass the test and other- 
wise qualify for original appointment or promotion, as the case may be, 
shall be placed on the appropriate eligible list for the vacancy in the 
order of the grades they obtained on the examination. The board may 
refuse to examine, or after examination refuse to certify the name of 
anyone who is found to lack any of the established qualification require- 
ments for the examination or position for which he applies or who is 
physically so disabled as to be unfit to perform duties of the position to 
which he seeks appointment, or who has been convicted of or is under 
indictment for any crime involving moral turpitude or who has been guilty 
of any infamous or disgraceful conduct or who has been dismissed from 
the public service for delinquency or misconduct or who has intentionally 
made a false statement of any material fact or practiced or attempted 
to practice any deception or fraud in his application, or in his examination. 


Section 11. TEMPORARY APPOINTMENT. Pending the avail- 
ability of a list of names certified as provided in Section 13 hereof, posi- 
tions may be filled by temporary appointment. The governing body by 
resolution adopted pursuant to a recommendation of the board may grant 
permanent status to a position in the classified service so long as such 
position remains in the classified service to any employee who has served 
in a vacancy in a position then in the classified service by temporary ap- 
pointment for at least twelve months and who has made a passing score 
on his examination, if at the time of such action by the governing body 
no such list of names has been so certified for the vacancy in which the 
said empioyee is serving. 


Section 12. LISTS OF NAMES OF PERSONS AVAILABLE FOR 
APPOINTMENT. Lists of names of persons available for appointment to 
a vacancy in a position in the classified service will be selected for certifi- 
cation as provided in Section 13 hereof in the order in which they appear 
on the reemployment list, promotional eligible list, and original appoint- 
ment eligible list for said vacancy, which lists shall have priority one over 
the other in the order named. A former employee with probationary status 
with respect to the vacancy may, with the approval of the appointing au- 
thority, have his name placed at such position on the promotional eligible 
list as the appointing authority may designate. Policies and procedures for 
administering eligible lists and covering the duration, cancellation, replace- 
ment, and consolidation of such lists, and the removal or suspension of 
names therefrom shall be provided in the personnel rules. 


Section 183. METHOD OF FILLING VACANCIES. Except as here- 
inafter provided, vacancies in positions in the classified service shall be 
filled by the appointing authority by the appointment of a person whose 
name is certified, within thirty (80) days after certification. Certification 
shall be made upon request of the appointing authority therefor whenever 
a vacancy exists, the appointing authority, in his discretion, determines 
that such vacancy shall be filled, and the name of an applicant for such 
vacancy is eligible for certification. If there is a rece-iployment list with re- 
spect to the vacancy, only the top name on such list shall be eligible for 
certification. In the event there is no such reemployment list, and the names 
on the promotional eligible list for such vacancy plus the names on the 
original appointment eligible list for such vacancy equal three or more, the 
three names ranked highest on the said promotional eligible list shall be 
eligible for certification; provided, however, should the said promotional 
eligible list not contain three names, then the names appearing thereon, 
plus such of the names ranked highest on the said original appointment 
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eligible list as will be sufficient to bring the number certified to three 
shall be eligible for certification. If after making a reasonable effort it 
should prove impossible for the appointing authority to locate any of the 
persons so certified or should it become known to the board that any 
person so certified is not willing to accept the position, the appointing au- 
thority may request that additional names be certified until the appoint- 
ing authority has available to him a list from which to make the appoint- 
ment containing the aforesaid authorized number of persons all of whom 
are available for such appointment and willing to accept the position, 
or, in the event that the list certified to the appointing authority contains 
fewer than the authorized number of available and willing persons as afore- 
said from which to make a selection, the appointing authority, in his dis- 
cretion, may choose from the remaining certified names, make a tempo- 
rary appointment, or make no appointment. In the event that there does 
not exist an employment list which the board deems to be appropriate 
from which to fill the vacancy, the board shall prepare such a list within a 
reasonable time after receipt of the request of the appointing authority 
that eligibility be certified. Provided, however, nothing herein contained 
shall be construed as preventing an appointing authority, in his discretion, 
from withdrawing his request for the aforesaid certification, either before 
or after such certification has been made in response to his request there- 
for. Whenever a person has been certified to and rejected by an ap- 
pointing authority three times, the board may remove the name of such 
person from the eligible list on which his name appeared. A person shall 
be deemed to have been so rejected by an appointing authority when a 
vacancy is filled from an eligible list on which his name appeared and such 
person was not selected to fill the vacancy. 


Section 14. PROBATION. Except as provided in Sections 2 and 3, 
to acquire permanent status in a position in the classified service so long 
as such position remains in the classified service, employee shall be sub- 
ject to a period of probation. The regular period of probation shall be 
six month, provided, however, the board may adopt rules and regulations 
specifying a longer or shorter period of probation for a designated class or 
classes, or for extension of the probation period for any individual probation- 
ary employee, but no probationary period may extend beyond twelve months. 
The work and conduct of employees with a probationary status shall be 
subject to close scrutiny and evaluation. An employee retained beyond 
the end of the probationary period shall have permanent status in the 
position in which he was so retained so long as that position remains in 
the classified service if, but only if, the appointing authority files a 
written statement with the board affirming the fact that the services of 
the employee have been found to be satisfactory. 


Section 15. ABSENCES; HOURS OF WORK. Rules shall be adop- 
ted in the manner hereinbefore provided prescribing hours of work and the 
conditions and length of time for which leaves of absence with pay and 
leaves of absence without pay may be granted. These shall cover such 
matters as vacations, holidays, sick leaves, leaves for military service, 
and leaves granted so that the employee can seek election to public office. 


Section 16. LAY-OFF OF EMPLOYEES. Any employee may be 
separated from his position by being laid-off. Reduction in the number of 
employees shall be made in such class or classes as the appointing authority 
may designate; provided, however, within each class affected by such re- 
duction employees shall be laid off in the following order: (1) temporary 
employees who did not have permanent status in some other position in 
the classified service at the time they were appointed to their present posi- 
tion; (2) probationary employees who did not have permanent status in 
some other position in the classified service at the time they were appointed 
to their present position; (3) other temporary employees; (4) other pro- 
bationary employees; and (5) employees having permanent status in a posi- 
tion in the classified service. 
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Section 17. DISMISSAL, DEMOTION AND SUSPENSION OF 
EMPLOYEES. Any employee may be dismissed, suspended without pay 
or demoted by his appointing authority for any violation of the provisions 
of this act or whenever the good of the service will be served thereby or 
the employee’s work, performance, conduct on or off the job, or insubor- 
dinate attitude so warrants; provided, however, that no employee may be 
suspended without pay for more than fifteen working days at any one 
time or for more than thirty (30) working days in any one year; and pro- 
vided further, that no employee shall be dismissed, suspended without pay 
or demoted for political considerations other than those enumerated in 
Section 21 hereof. Any person appointed to a position who hag secured 
his certification therefor through fraud shall be removed by his appointing 
authority and shall not thereafter be eligible for examination for or ap- 
pointment to any position except by unanimous permission of the board. 
Each appointing authority shall promptly report to the board in writing 
the fact and extent of all disciplinary action taken by him against em- 
ployees holding positions in the classified service. 


Section 18. PROCEDURE FOR PROTESTING CERTAIN DIS- 
CIPLINARY ACTION. An employee shall have the right to protest any 
disciplinary action taken against him by his appointing authority; provided, 
however, an employee serving by temporary appointment and an employee 
having probationary status shall have no right to protest any such discip- 
linary action, unless such employee had permanent status in some other 
position at the time he was appointed to his present position. An em- 
ployee desiring to protest any disciplinary action directed against him by 
his appointing authority shall file a protest in writing with the board and 
with his appointing authority within seven (7) days of the date on which the 


on which the disciplinary action was based. Upon the filing of such charges, 
the said chairman shall call a meeting of the board to be held within 
thirty (30) days after the filing of such charges to hear such protest, and 
shall forthwith give notice by certified mail to the employee and his ap- 
pointing authority of the time and place of such meeting. The board shall 
have the authority to continue the hearing from time to time as may be 
necessary. In preparing for and conducting such hearing, the chairman 
and secretary-treasurer of the board shall each have the power to ad- 
minister oaths, and to subpoena and require the attendance of witnesses 
and the production of books, documents and accounts pertaining to the 
subject under investigation. 


Subpoenas issued as herein provided shall be served (and the fees and 
allowances for the service thereof shall be the same) as is provided by 
law for the service of subpoenas issued by the court. Said fees and allow- 
ances in connection with the service of such subpoenas issued at the request 
of the appointing authority or the board shall constitute reasonable and 
necessary expenses of the board. Such subpoenas issued at the request of 
the employees shall be served as aforesaid but only after such employee 
has deposited sufficient security with such sheriff or other officer as will 
guarantee payment of such fees and allowances for such service. In the 
event any person is duly summoned to appear and testify or produce evi- 
dence, or both, before the board, and such person refuses to attend or testify 
or produce such evidence, or any of them, in obedience to such summons, 
the board shall have the right to invoke the aid of the court at law. In 
such event, and upon proper showing by the board to the court, the court 
shall issue, or cause to be issued, an order or subpoena requiring such 
person to appear before the board and produce all evidence and give all 
testimony relating to the issue within his knowledge. Any person failing to 
obey any such summons by either of said officers of the board without 
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good cause, to be determined by the court, may be punished by the court 
in the same method as is provided by law for contempt of the court and 
any person failing to obey any such order or subpoena of the court, may 
be proceeded against by the court as is by law provided in the case 
of contempt of such court. In addition, any employee of the city who fails 
to obey any of such orders or subpoenas may be disciplined as provided 
in Section 17. 


At the hearing the employee and his appointing authority shall each 
have the right to be represented by counsel. Such hearing shall be governed 
by rules of practice and procedure adopted by the board, and in con- 
ducting such hearing, the board shall not be bound by the technical rules 
of evidence. No informality of procedure in the conduct of such hearing shall 
invalidate any decision made by the board. At the conclusion of the hearing, 
the board shall render a decision (a) affirming the disciplinary action 
taken if it is reasonably satisfied from the evidence offered at the hearing 
that the disciplinary action taken was lawful or was not too severe; 
or (b) reversing the action of the appointing authority if it is reasonably 
satisfied from such evidence that the disciplinary action taken was not 
lawful; or (ce) modifying the disciplinary action taken and prescribing 
the proper penalty if it is resonably satisfied from such evidence that the 
employee was subject to some disciplinary action, but that the penalty 
imposed was too severe. If the board’s decision reduces the severity of 
the diciplinary action taken against the employee, the board, in its de- 
cision, may provide that the employee shall be reinstated with or with- 
out pay; provided, however, in the event any employee is so ordered 
to be reinstated with pay such pay shall not exceed the amount that 
the employee as such earned during the thirty (30) days next preceding the 
taking of the disciplinary action in question. A copy of the board’s 
decision shall be filed with the city clerk of the city and such decision 
shall become effective immediately upon such filing, and it shall become 
final Me (10) days thereafter unless reversed or modified as hereinafter 
provided. 


Section 19. APPEAL TO THE COURT. Decisions of the board 
may be enforced in the court by mandamus, injunction, or other appro- 
priate proceedings. The employee, the appointing authority, or the city 
may, within ten (10) days after the decision of the board is rendered, ap- 
peal to the court from any decision of the board affirming, imposing or 
refusing to affirm or impose dismissal or demotion as disciplinary action 
by filing notice of such appeal with the court and causing a copy of such 
notice to be served on the appointing authority and any member of the 
board. Upon the filing of such notice, the board shall file with the court 
a certified transcript of the proceeding had before it with respect to the 
appeal, and its decision in the matter. The appeal shall be heard at the 
earliest possible date by the court sitting without a jury on the issues 
made before the board and the trial in the court shall be de novo. No 
bond shall be required for such an appeal and the cost of such appeal 
shall be taxed against the unsuccessful party. At th econclusion of such 
hearing the court may affirm, reverse, or modify the board’s decision, or 
remand the case for further proceedings before the board, as the court 
in its discretion shall deem best. If the order of the court is that the 
employee shall be reinstated with pay, such pay shall not exceed the amount 
that the employee as such earned during the thirty (30) days next preceding 
the taking of the disciplinary action in question. An appeal may be taken 
from any judgment of the court to the Court of Appeals as is now pro- 
vided by law. 


Section 20. RECORDS TO BE MAINTAINED BY BOARD. The 
board shall maintain adequate records of its proceedings, of its own official 
acts, the examination record of every candidate, and the employment 
record of every employee. 
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Section 21. POLITICAL ACTIVITIES PROHIBITED. No person 
holding a position in the classified service shall seek or attempt to use any 
political endorsement in connection with any appointment to a position in 
the classified service. No person holding a position in the classified service 
shall use or promise to use, directly or indirectly, any official authority or 
influence, whether possessed or anticipated, to secure or attempt to se- 
cure from any person an appointment or advantage in appointment to a 
position in the classified service, or an increase in pay or other advantage 
in employment in any such position, for the purpose of influencing the 
vote or political action of any person, or for any consideration. No em- 
ployee holding a position in the classified service shall, directly or in- 
directly, pay or promise to pay any assessment, subscription, or contribu- 
tion for any political organization or purpose, or solicit or take any part 
in soliciting any such assessment, subscription, or contribution. No person 
shall solicit any such assessment, subscription, or contribution of an em- 
ployee holding a position in the classified service. No employee holding a 
position in the classified service shall be a candidate for nomination or 
election to any public office, or shall take any part in the management 
or affairs of any political party or in any political campaign, except to 
exercise his right as a citizen privately to express his opinon and to cast 
his vote, unless on authorized leave of absence for such purpose. Any 
person holding a position in the classified service who violates any provi- 
sion of this section may be disciplined by dismissal, suspension without 
pay, or demotion as provided in Section 17 of this Act. In addition, any 
person, including but not limited to persons holding a position in the 
classified service (irrespective of whether or not such persons holding a 
position in the classified service have or have not theretofore been discipli- 
ned therefor as hereinbefore provided) who wilfully violates any provision 
of this section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall 
he pnunished as provided by Section 327 of Title 15 of the Code of Ala- 
bama of 1940. 


Section 22. EXPENSES OF BOARD. The governing body shall 
make necessary appropriations from the general fund to pay the reasonable 
and necessary expenses incurred by the board and its members in the 
administration of this act. 


Section 23. RIGHT OF GOVERNING BODY. Nothing herein 
shall be construed as restricting the right of the governing body (1) to 
refuse employment and prohibit the further service of any person or 
persons who are members of an organization which is opposed to the 
basic purpose of local self government; or (2) to increase or decrease pro- 
portionately the compensation of all employees; or (3) to use independent 
contractors for performance of work or the rendering of service by the 
City. 


Section 24. SEVERABILITY. The provisions of this act are sever- 
able. If any part of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such 
declaration shall not affect the part which remains. 


Section 25. REPEALER. All laws or parts of laws which conflict 
with this act, and Act No. 788 adopted at the 1961 Regular Session of 
the Legislature, are repealed. 


Section 26. EFFECTIVE DATE. This act shall become effective 


immediately upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its 
otherwise becoming a law.

Section 2. There is hereby created and established a county com- 
mission in and for Colbert County, Alabama to be known as “The County 
Commission of Colbert County, Alabama’. The county commission created 
by this Act shall be composed of three members, a chairman and two 
associate commissioners, all of whom must be qualified electors of Col- 
bert County. One associate member of the commission must be a resident 
of either the northeast or southeast district of the county; the other asso- 
ciate member must be a resident of either the northwest or the southwest 
district of the county. The chairman of the commission may reside any- 
where in Colbert County. For the purposes of this Act Colbert County 
shall remain divided into the four districts as provided for by Act No. 
184, H. 564, Regular Session 1945 (Local Acts 1945, p. 101). 


Section 8. The associate commissioners shall be elected at the gen- 
eral election to be held in November 1964 and every four years there- 
after, by the qualified electors of Colbert County, Alabama, and shall take 
office on the first Monday after the second Tuesday of January next after 
their election and shall hold office for a period of four years, or until 
their successors are elected and qualified. In the event of a vacancy on 
the commission, the vacancy shall be filled by appointment by the gover- 
nor for the unexpired term. The chairman of the board of revenue of Col- 
bert County, Alabama who is serving on the first Monday after the second 
Tuesday of January, 1965 shall be the chairman of the commission and 
shall serve until the first Monday after the second Tuesday of January, 
1967. A chairman of the county commission shall be elected at the gen- 
eral election to be held in November, 1966, and every four years there- 
after, by the qualified electors of Colbert County, and shall take office on 
the first Monday after the second Tuesday of January next after their 
election and shall hold office for a period of four years, or until their 
successors are elected or qualified. In the event of a vacancy in the posi- 
tion of the chairman of the commission, the vacancy shall be filled by 
appointment by the governor for the unexpired term. 


Section 4. The members of said county commission shall be nomi- 
nated by the voters who are authorized to participate in any primary 
election, caucus or convention held or called by any political party for 
the nomination of said officers as required by law and the laws of this 
state relative to the primary elections shall apply. 


Section 5. The chairman of the commission shall be a resident of 
said County continuously during his term of office and each member of 
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said commission shall be a resident of the districts for which he is elected 
and shall reside in said districts continuously during his term of office. 


Section 6. The county commission shall have the power and auth- 
ority to direct and control and insure all equipment and property of the 
county as it may deem expedient and according to law; to levy general 
and special taxes for particular county purposes according to the provi- 
sions of the laws of the State of Alabama, general or special; to examine, 
settle and allow accounts and claims chargeable against the county; to 
examine and audit accounts of all officers having the management, col- 
lection or disbursement of money belonging to the county or appropriated 
for its use or benefit. 


Section 7. The commission shall have all of the jurisdiction and all 
the powers which are now or may hereafter be by law invested in the 
board of revenue or commissioners courts of this state and the several 
members of the said county commission of Colbert County shall respec- 
tively perform all the duties and services which are or may be required 
by law of the members of the board of revenue or commissioners courts. 


Section 8. All the general laws heretofore and hereafter enacted by 
the Legislature of Alabama, in relation to the jurisdiction, powers, auth- 
orities or duties of boards of revenue or commissioners courts in this 
State shall apply to said county commission of Colbert County, except as 
otherwise provided by this Act. 


Section 9. The commission shall have the power and authority to 
compromise the outstanding debts of Colbert County, to examine into and 
pass upon the regularity of warrants already issued, to classify and regis- 
ter outstanding warrants, and may pledge the credit of the county to raise 
none to discharge the same as it is now or may hereafter be provided by 

aw. 


Section 10. The chairman of the said commission is required to 
give his entire time and attention to the business of the said commission; 
the said chairman shall sign the minutes of the proceedings of said com- 
mission and shall sign all warrants drawn on the county treasury, or 
orders for the payment or disbursements of money or funds for the coun- 
ty. It is hereby made the duty of the said chairman to receive and pre- 
pare the business and obtain information for the sessions of the said com- 
mission and to see to the execution of all orders of said commission. The 
commission shall purchase all supplies for Colbert County and no pur- 
chase shall be made except at a regular or adjourned meeting of the com- 
mission while it is in session and no contract or purchase shall be binding 
on Colbert County made contrary to the provisions of this Act. The pur- 
pose and intent being to require all the purchases to be made by the 
commission sitting as the county commission, provided, however, that the 
chairman of the commission may purchase necessary parts, repairs and 
materials, books, stationery and supplies, when the cost of such necessary 
expenditures are not in excess of $150.00 without complying with the pro- 
visions of this Act. In case of purchases of materials, books, stationery and 
supplies, etc. that the cost exceeds $150.00, requisitions for such materi- 
als, books, stationery, supplies, etc. needed by the various officers of Col- 
bert County shall be made to said chairman of the county commission 
who shall present said requisitions to the county commission at any subse- 
quent meeting and said commission shall, after it has examined the said 
requisitions and found same to be correct and if in the opinion of the 
commission said materials, books, stationery, supplies, etc., for said of- 
fices are ncessary, direct the chairman to secure bids from responsible 
business establishments as required by this Act. The purchases and expend- 
itures of county funds by the chairman of the county commission and the 
commission shall be governed by the provisions of Section 3 of Title 41 
of the 1940 Code of Alabama which said Section 8 is known as the uniform 
system of accounting and reporting. 
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Section 11. The majority of the commission shall constitute a quo- 
rum for the conducting of business, and no funds belonging to the county 
shall be drawn out or paid out except as authorized by said commission 
and a proper list and registry of all sums drawn out and paid out and the 
nature of the claim and the name of the person in whose favor drawn 
or paid out shall be kept by the chairman of the commission, provided, 
however, each member of the commission present shall vote on all mat- 
ters coming before the commission and each member present shall vote un- 
less he is interested in the results of the matter being voted on. It is the 
intent of this Act that the chairman of the board shall vote on all issues 
coming up whenever he is present and unless he is interested in the re- 
sults of the matter being voted on. 


Section 12. The chairman of the said commission shall issue all no- 
tices required to be given by the said commission and by law, shall under 
the direction of the said commission keep the minutes, and records of the 
proceedings of the said commission in a well bound volume provided for 
that purpose, which said records shall be kept in the office of the judge 
of probate of said county and shall be opened at all reasonable hours to 
the inspection of the citizens of said county, and generally to do and 
perform all such duties and matters as may be required of him by law. 
The minutes of said commission shall be recorded in the minute book, 
provided for that purpose, within ten days (Sundays excepted) from the 
adjournment of any meeting of said commission, regular or special. 


Section 18. Said county commission shall be a court of record. 


Section 14. It shall be the duty of the said county commission to 
cause to be published in some newspaper published in Colbert County, 
Alabama, annually, a statement showing the receipts of all moneys by the 
county during the preceding year and from what source so derived and a 
statement of all the sums disbursed during the preceding year and for 
what so disbursed. 


Section 15. The said county commission shall hold its sessions or 
meetings at the courthouse or in the courthouse annex in and for Colbert 
County, and executive sessions thereof are hereby expressly prohibited. 


Section 16. The chairman of said commission shall receive a salary 
of $7,200 per annum, payable in twelve equal monthly installments of 
$600.00. The chairman of the commission shall be the presiding officer 
and in addition to the rights, powers and duties designated in this Act, he 
shall exercise and perform all other rights and duties in relation to the 
commission, and shall be liable to the same penalties in connection there- 
with as are now exercised by the judges of probate of the several coun- 
ties of this State as provided under the general law of the State, in relation 
to the court of county commissioners. He shall issue warrants to all per- 
sons whose claims have been allowed by the county commission, and in 
the same manner and under the same restrictions as same have been here- 
tofore issued by the judge of probate of Colbert County. The members 
of said commission, other than the chairman, shall receive as their full 
compensation a salary of $5,400.00 per annum, payable in twelve equal 
monthly installments of $450.00, and shall receive no per diem and no 
mileage for trips made within Colbert County, Alabama. All of said sal- 
aries and compensations are to be paid out of the county treasury on 
sworn, itemized and verified statement of each of said commission mem- 
bers to be approved by the county commission as other claims as above 
provided and to be filed and recorded as other claims. 


Section 17. Each member of said commission is hereby required 
before entering upon the duties of his office, to make and file the statutory 
oath of office together with a bond in some acceptable surety company 
to be approved by the judge of probate of Colbert County, Alabama, 
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payable to Colbert County, Alabama, and conditioned as other official 
statutory bonds and oaths, for their faithful performance of the duties of 
their respective offices. Said bond and oath to be filed with the prboate 
judge of said county. The bond of the chairman of said commission is 
hereby fixed at $10,000 and the bond of the other two members of said 
county commission fixed at $3,000 each. 


Section 18. The county commission shall hold regular meetings on 
the first and third Mondays in each month, remaining in session as many 
days as may be necessary, and said commission shall have the authority 
to adjourn said meetings to specific times; and said commission may hold 
special meetings at the call of the chairman. 


Section 19. It shall be the duty of the commission to fix, from 
time to time, in accordance with prevailing economic conditions, the 
various scales of wages or salaries to be paid for employees and labor in 
connection with the business of the county and in connection with the 
maintenance and construction of roads and bridges. 


Section 20. The commission may employ a competent engineer when- 
ever the commission deems it necessary or expedient for the efficient 
management of the roads and highways of Colbert County, and may fix 
his compensation and prescribe his duties as they deem best, and may 
discharge said engineer at any time that they see fit without giving 
any reason therefor. The county commission shall have the right to em- 
ploy a clerk-stenographer for the chairman of the commission at a salary 
not exceeding $175.00 per month. The commission shall have the right to 
discharge the said clerk-stenographer at any time they see fit without any 
reason therefor. 


Section 21. It shall be the further duty of each associate member of 
the commission to inspect the roads in the districts from which he must 
be a resident of one or the other from time to time and hear the sugges- 
tions and complaints of the citizens, and report the same to the county 
commission with his recommendations; to advise with the chairman of the 
county commission and the county engineer concerning the problems of 
his districts particularly, and to comply with the directions of the county 
commission; and to assist in securing right-of-ways, and assist in public 
relations generally. 


Section 22. In so far as feasible, the county commission shall con- 
struct, repair and maintain all county roads, bridges and ferries on the 
basis of the county as a unit, without regard to any district or beat 
lines. The county commission shall determine as a unit all construction, 
repairing and maintenance of all county roads, bridges and ferries, in so 
far as is feasible on a unit basis and the chairman of the county com- 
mission is responsible to see that the decisions of the county commission 
in connection therewith are carried out. 


Section 28. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 


not affect the part which remains. 


Section 24. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed. 


Section 25. The provisions of this Act shall become effective only 
if approved by a majority of the qualified electors of Colbert County, 
voting in a referendum to be held on the date of the first county-wide 
primary, general, or special election held after the passage of this Act. 
The governing body of Colbert County shall order and provide for the 
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holding of the referendum on such date. On the ballot to be used at the 
election, the question shall be stated substantially as follows: “Shall the 
provisions of Act Nov_.... of the 1963 Regular Session of the Legis- 
lature, which provides for the reorganization of the county government 
of Colbert County, be adopted? Yes ( ) No ( ).” If a majority of the 
votes cast in the election are “Yes”, the provisions of this Act shall become 
effective as of the first Monday after the second Tuesday of January, 
1965. If a majority of the votes cast in the election are “No,” this Act 
shall have no effect. The judge of probate of Colbert County shall certify 
the results of the election to the Secretary of State within thirty days after 
the returns are canvassed.

(A) The substantial provisions of this Act shall become 
effective only if the Act is approved by a majority of the qualified 
electors of Jefferson County who reside within the territory described herein 
which is outside the present corporate limits of the City of Bessemer, voting 
at a referendum election. The election shall be held on the first Tuesday 
after the expiration of thirty days from the date of this enactment. 


(B) Notice of the election shall be given by the Judge of Probate 
of Jefferson County, and such notice shall be published one time in a news- 
paper having a general circulation in the Bessemer Division of Jefferson 
County, at least ten days prior to the date of the election. The notice shall 
state the date on which the election is to be held, the voting place or 
places designated by the Judge of Probate of Jefferson County, the bound 
aries within which voters must reside to vote at the respective voting 
places, which must be within the particular territory annexed to the City 
by this Act; and the notice must state that a map of the territory to 
be affected is on file in the Office of the Judge of Probate of said 
County, open to inspection by the public.

“Notice is also given that there have been designated and appointed as 
voting places, and as officers to serve at such voting places, the follow- 
ing: (here describe the locations of the designated places of voting and 
list the names of the election officials appointed for each place).” 


(C) The Judge of Probate of Jefferson County may designate as 
many places within the particular territory to be annexed to the City as 
they may deem necessary for the convenience of the voters, and must 
designate the boundaries within which the voters must reside to vote at 
the respective voting places; and the Judge of Probate, as provided by 
law, shall appoint an Inspector, a Chief Clerk, and two Assistant Clerks 
for each voting machine to be used at the election. 


(D) Each qualified voter who has resided within the boundaries of 
the territory to be annexed to the City for three months next preceding 
the election may vote at the election, but he must vote at the voting place 
designated by the Judge of Probate for voters in the territory in which he 
resides and in no other place. The board of registrars shall prepare or 
cause to be prepared a list of qualified electors who are entitled to vote 
at the election. 


(E) The election must be conducted in all respects as provided by 
the General Election Laws and under the same sanctions and penalties, ex- 
cept as modified by the provisions of this Act. 


(F) The Probate Judge of Jefferson County shall cause to be installed 
voting machines at the designated voting places, and have prepared for the 
election all election supplies, including the ballot labels and the costs of 
these supplies shall be paid by the City of Bessemer. The question to be 
printed on the ballot labels shall be substantially stated as follows: “Do 
you favor annexation to the City of Bessemer in accordance with the 
provisions of Act No. , approved 196—? Yes ( ) No( ).” 


(G) The Inspectors at the several voting places must, as soon as the 
polls are closed, ascertain and certify the results of the election to the 
Judge of Probate and the Judge must canvass the returns as made. If a 
majority of the votes cast are “Yes”, this Act shall become operative as of 
September 80, 1964; if a majority are “No”, this Act shall have no further 
effect. The probate Judge of Jefferson County shall certify the results of 
the election to the Secretary of State and to the governing body of the City 
of Bessemer within thirty days from the date of the election and he shall 
keep on file in his office a copy of such certificate. 


(H) The Probate Judge of Jefferson County shall be entitled to the 
same fees for his services performed under the provisions hereof as he is 
authorized by law to charge and collect for similar services rendered by 
him, and all other officers shall be entitled to the same compensation for 
services rendered by them as they are authorized by law to charge and 
collect for similar services rendered by them, all of which shall be paid by 
the City of Bessemer.

Substitute for H.B. 826 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To regulate, tax, supervise and control placement of insurance with 
insurers not-admitted to Alabama; To provide for the deposit into the 
State General Fund of the proceeds of the tax and to make an appropria- 
tion therefrom. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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Section 1. Unauthorized insurers act; short title; This act may be 
cited as the “Unauthorized Insurers Act.” 


Section 2. Purpose - Necessity for Regulation. Insurance transac- 
tions with unauthorized insurers are so affected with a public interest as 
to require regulation, taxation, supervision and control of such transactions 
and matters relating thereto, as provided in this act, in order to: (a) protect 
the assureds and claimants of this state in transactions involving the pur- 
chase of insurance from insurers not authorized to transact business in this 
state (herein called unauthorized insurers), (b) provide for the public, to 
the extent that insurance is not procurable from admitted insurers, orderly, 
reasonable and regulated access to such insurance from unauthorized in- 
surers througt: qualified, licensed and supervised surplus lines brokers; (c) 
protect the revenues of this state; (d) enable regulated, admitted insurers 
to meet competition of non-admitted insurers in the field of surplus lines; 
(e) regulate and supervise the effectuation of unauthorized insurance in 
accordance with the laws of this state and Public Law 15, known as the 
McCarran Act; and (f) maintain reliable insurance markets. 


Section 3. Definitions. The following shall have the meaning given: 


(a) “Unauthorized insurer’? means an insurer not authorized to trans- 
act business in this state. 


(b) “Surplus Lines”: Coverage not normally procurable from admit- 
ted insurers except as herein provided. 


(c) “Surplus Lines Broker’’: An individual licensed to export insur- 
ance. 


(d) “Surplus Lines Insurer”: A non-admitted insurer with which in- 
surance coverage may be placed under this act. 


(e) “Domestic Risk”: A subject of insurance resident, located or to be 
performed in this state. 


(f) “To Export”: to place surplus lines with a non-admitted insurer. 


(g) “Superintendent”: Means the Superintendent of Insurance. 


Section 4. REPRESENTING OR AIDING UNAUTHORIZED IN- 
SURER PROHIBITED. (1) No person shall in this state directly or in- 
directly act as agent for, or otherwise represent or aid on behalf of another, 
any insurer not then authorized to transact such insurance in this state, in 
the solicitation, negotiation or effectuation of insurance or annuity contracts, 
forwarding of applications, delivery of policies or contracts, inspection of 
risks, fixing of rates, investigation or adjustment of losses, collection of 
premiums, or in any other manner in the transaction of insurance with 
respect to subjects of insurance resident, located or to be performed in this 
state. 


(2) This section shall not apply to: 

(a) Acceptance of service of process by the Superintendent of Insur- 
ance under the Unauthorized Insurers Process Act. Act No. 768, S. 596, ap- 
proved September 11, 1951 (Acts of Alabama, Vol. II p. 1835), being Title 
28 Sections 412 et seq. Alabama Code (1940) as amended. 

(b) Surplus lines insurance or coverage specified in Section 21. 


(c) _ Tranactions for which a certificate of authority to do business is 
not required of an insurer under the laws of this state.

(d) Reinsurance effectuated in accordance with the insurance laws of 
this state. 


(e) ‘Adjustment of losses as authorized in Section 22. 


(3) This section shall not be deemed to render invalid, as between the 
parties thereto, any insurance contract entered into in violation of this sec- 
tion. 


Section 5. REPRESENTATION OF UNAUTHORIZED INSUR- 
ERS—AGENTS, ADJUSTERS—LIABILITY, PENALTY. (1) Any person 
who in this state wilfully represent or aids an unauthorized insurer in vio- 
lation of Section 4, shall in addition to any other applicable penalty be 
liable for the full amount of any loss sustained by the insured under any 
such contract and for the amount of any premium taxes which may be 
payable under Section 22 by reason of such contract. 


(2) Any adjuster who directly or indirectly enters into an investi- 
gation or adjustment of any loss arising under a contract of insurance or 
annuity issued by an unauthorized insurer and covering at time of issuance 
a subject of insurance resident, located, or to be performed in this state, 
shall be liable for the full amount of any loss suffered by the insured under 
such contract. This subsection does not apply as to surplus lines contracts 
lawfully written under this act, or to the kinds exempted under section 21 
or to insurance contracts procured by the insured on his own behalf and on 
which the tax is paid as required by section 22, nor to transactions as to 
which, the insurer is not required to have a certificate of authority. 


Section 6. SUITS BY UNAUTHORIZED INSURERS PROHIBI- 
TED. (1) No unauthorized insurer shall institute or file, or cause to be 
instituted or filed, any suit, action or proceeding in this state to enfurce any 
right, claim or demand arising out of any insurance transaction in this 
state, until such insurer has obtained a certificate of authority to transact 
such insurance in this state. 


(2) This section does not apply as to: 

(a) Transactions for which certificate of authority is not required. 
(b) Surplus line coverages written under this Act, and 

(c) Coverages exempted under section 21. 


Section 7. “SURPLUS LINE” INSURANCE. If certain insurance 
coverages cannot be procured from authorized insurers, such coverages, 
hereinafter designated “surplus lines,” may be procured from unauthorized 
insurers subject to the following conditions: 


‘ oS The insurance must be procured through a licensed surplus line 
roker. 


(2) The full amount of insurance reguired must not be procurable, 
after diligent effort has been made to do so, from among the insurers au- 
thorized to transact and actually transacting that kind and class of insur- 
ance in this state, or has been procured to the full extent such insurers are 
willing to insure. 


(3) The insurance must not be procured solely for the purpose of 
securing advantages as to a lower premium rate than would be accepted by 
an authorized insurer. 


(4) This section and this unauthorized insurers act does not apply as 
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to life insurance, accident and health insurance, annuities or disability in- 
surance. 


Section 8. BROKER’S REPORT. (1) Within thirty (80) days after 
the effective date of any such insurance the surplus line broker shall file a 
written report with the Superintendent setting forth facts from which it 
can be determined whether under Section 7 the coverage has been lawfully 
placed as a surplus line. If so required by the Superintendent, the report 
shall be in the form of the broker’s affidavit. If so required by the Super- 
intendent, the report shall be accompanied by a written statement signed 
by the insured to the effect that the coverage was placed in an unauthorized 
insurer with the insured’s knowledge and consent. 


Section 9. ENDORSEMENT OF CONTRACT. Every insurance con- 
tract procured and delivered as a surplus line coverage pursuant to this law 
shall be initialed by or bear the name and license number of the surplus 
line broker who procured it and shall have stamped upon it the following: 


“This contract is registered and delivered as a surplus line coverage 
under the Alabama Unauthorized Insurers Act, and is not subject to 
regulation by the Superintendent of Insurance of Alabama”. 


‘Section 10. SURPLUS LINE INSURANCE VALID. Insurance con- 
tracts procured as “surplus line” coverages from unauthorized insurers in 
accordance with this law shall be fully valid and enforceable as to all 
parties, and shall be given acceptance and recognition in all matters and 
ria ge to the same effect and extent as like contracts issued by author- 
ized insurers. 


Section 11. LICENSING OF SURPLUS LINE BROKER. Any per- 
son, while licensed as a resident agent or broker of this state as to prop- 
erty, casualty and surety insurances, and who is deemed by the Superin- 
tendent to have had sufficient experience in the insurance business to be 
competent for the purpose, may be licensed as a surplus line broker for the 
types and kinds of insurance that he as a resident agent or broker is licensed 
to handle, as follows: 


(1) Application to the Superintendent for the license shall be made 
on forms as designated and furnished by the Superintendent. 


(2) License fee in the amount of twenty-six dollars ($26) shall be 
paid to the Superintendent. The license shall expire on the first day of 
January next after its issue. 


(3) Prior to issuance of license, the applicant shall file with the 
Superintendent, and thereafter for as long as any such license remains in 
effect he shall keep in force and unimpaired, a bond in favor of the State 
of Alabama in the penal sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000), aggregate 
liability with authorized corporate sureties approved by the Superintendent. 
The bond shall be conditioned that the broker will conduct business under 
the license in accordance with the provisions of this Act, and that he will 
promptly remit the taxes as provided by such law. No such bond shall be 
terminated unless at least thirty (80) days’ prior written notice thereof is 
given to the broker and the Superintendent. 


Section 12. BROKERS MAY ACCEPT BUSINESS FROM AGENTS. 
A licensed surplus line broker may accept and place surplus line busi- 
ness for any insurance agent or broker licensed in this State for the 
kind and class of insurance involved, and may compensate such agent or 
broker therefor. No such agent shall knowingly misrepresent to the broker 
any material fact involved in any such insurance, or in the eligibility thereof 
for placement with an unauthorized insurer. 
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Section 183. ELIGIBLE SURPLUS LINE INSURERS. (1) A surplus 
line broker shall not knowingly place surplus line insurance with an insurer 
that is unsound financially, or that is ineligible under this section. The 
broker shall ascertain the financial condition of the unauthorized insurer 
before placing insurance therewith. 


(2) The broker shall not so insure: 


(a) With any insurer which is not an authorized insurer in at least 
one state of the United States for the kind of insurance involved, and 
with capital and/or surplus or guaranteed trust fund amounting to at least 
three hundred fifty thousand dollars ($350,000.00); or 


(b) With an alien insurer not authorized to transact insurance in at 
least one state of the United States, unless such insurer shall have an es- 
tablished and effective trust fund of at least four hundred thousand dollars 
($400,000.00) within the United States administered by a recognized fi- 
nancial institution and held for the benefit of all its policyholders or policy- 
holders and creditors in the United States; or 


(ec) In any insurer made ineligible as a surplus line insurer by order of 
the Superintendent received by or known to the broker. The Superintendent 
may issue such an order of ineligibility if he finds that the insurer: 


(i) Does not meet the financial requirements of this section. 


(ii) Has without just cause refused to pay valid claims arising under 
its contracts in this state or has otherwise conducted its affairs in such a 
manner as to result in injury or loss to the insuring public of this State. 


Section 14. EVIDENCE OF THE INSURANCE; CHANGES; PEN- 
ALTY. (1) Upon placing a surplus line coverage, the broker shall promptly 
issue and deliver to the insured evidence of the insurance consisting either 
of the policy as issued by the insurer or, if such policy is not then avail- 
able, the surplus line broker’s certificate. Such a certificate shall be 
executed by the broker and shall show the description and location of the 
subject of the insurance, coverage, conditions and term of the imsurance, 
the premium and rate charged and taxes collected from the insured, and 
the name and address of the insured and insurer. If the direct risk is 
assumed by more than one insurer, the certificate shall state the name and 
address and proportion of the entire direct risk assumed by each such 
insurer. 


(2) No broker shall issue any such certificate or any cover note, or 
purport to insure or represent that insurance will be or has been granted 
by any unauthorized insurer unless he has prior written authority from 
the insurer for the insurance, or has received information from the insurer 
in the regular course of business that such insurance has been granted, or 
an insurance policy providing the insurance actually has been issued by 
the insurer and delivered to the insured. 


(8) If after the issuance and delivery of any such certificate there is 
any change as to the identity of the insurers, or the proportion of the 
direct risk assumed by an insurer as stated in the broker’s original certifi- 
eate, or in any other material respect as to the insurance coverage 
evidenced by the certificate, the broker shall promptly issue and deliver 
to the insured a substitute certificate accurately showing the current 
status of the coverage and the insurers responsible thereunder. 


(4) If a policy issued by the insurer is not available upon placement 
of the insurance and the broker has issued and delivered his certificate as 
hereinabove provided, upon reguest therefor by the insured the broker 
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shall as soon as reasonably possible procure from the insurer its policy 
evidencing such insurance and deliver such policy to the insured in replace- 
ment of the broker’s certificate theretofore issued. 


(5) ‘Any surplus line broker who knowingly or negligently issues a 
false certificate of insurance, or who fails promptly to notify the insured 
of any material change with respect to such insurance by delivery to the 
insured of a substitute certificate as provided in subsection (3), shall, upon 
conviction, be subject to the penalties provided by section 25 of this Act or 
to any greater applicable penalty otherwise provided by law. 


Section 15. LIABILITY OF INSURER AS TO LOSSES AND UN- 
EARNED PREMIUMS. (1) As to a surplus line risk which has been as- 
sumed by an unauthorized insurer pursuant to this Act, and if the premium 
thereon has been received by the surplus line broker who placed such in- 
surance, in all questions thereafter arising under the coverage as between 
the insurer and the insured the insurer shall be deemed to have received 
the premium due to it for such coverage; and the insurer shall be liable to 
the insured as to losses covered by such insurance, and for unearned pre- 
miums which may become payable to the insured upon cancellation of such 
insurance, whether or not in fact the broker is indebted to the insurer with 
respect to such insurance or for any other cause. 


(2) Each unauthorized insurer assuming a surplus line direct risk 
under this Act shall be deemed thereby to have subjected itself to the terms 
of this section. 


Section 16. RECORDS OF SURPLUS LINE BROKERS. (1) Each 
surplus line broker shall keep in his office in this State a full and true 
record of each surplus line contract procured by him, including a copy of 
the policy, certificate, cover note, or other confirmation of insurance, and 
of the daily report, if any, and showing such of the following items as may 
be applicable: 


(a) Amount of the insurance and risks insured against; 

(b) Gross premium charged; 

(c) Return premium paid, if any; 

(d) Rate of premium charged upon the several items of property; 

(e) Effective date of the contract, and the terms thereof; 

(£) Name and address of the insurer; 

(g) Name and address of the insured; 

(h) Brief general description of property insured and where located; 

(i) Amount of tax and other sums collected from the insured; 

(j) Other information as may be required by the Superintendent. 

(2) The record shall at all times be open to examination by the 
Superintendent and shall be kept available and open to the Superintendent 
for five (5) years next following the issuance of the contract; provided, 
however, that these records and the information contained therein shall be 
confidential and privileged and the information shall not be disclosed by 
the Superintendent or any of his agents and employees. Nothing herein 


contained shall prohibit a court of competent jurisdiction from subpoenaing 
such records.

Section 17. ANNUAL STATEMENT. (1) Each surplus line broker 
shall on or before the first day of March of each year file with the Super- 
intendent a verified statement of all surplus line insurance transacted by 
him during the preceding calendar year. 


(2) The statement shall be on forms as prescribed and furnished by 
the Superintendent and shall show: 


(a) Gross amount of each kind of insurance transacted; 


(b) Aggregate gross premiums charged, exclusive of sums collected 
to cover state or federal taxes; 


(c) Aggregate of returned premiums and taxes paid to insureds; 
(d) Aggregate of net premiums; and 
(e) Additional information as required by the Superintendent. 


Section 18. TAX ON SURPLUS LINE BROKERS. (1) On or before 
the first day of March each year the surplus line broker shall remit to the 
State Treasurer through the Superintendent, as a tax imposed for the privi- 
lege of transacting business as a surplus line broker in this state, a tax of 
four percent (4%) on the direct premiums, less return premiums and ex- 
clusive of sums collected to cover state or federal taxes, on surplus line 
insurance subject to tax transacted by him during the preceding calendar 
year as shown by his annual statement filed with the Superintendent. 


(2) If a surplus line policy covers risks or exposures only partially in 
this State, the tax so payable shall be computed on the nronortion of the 
premium which is properly allocable to the risks or exposures located in this 
State. 


Section 19. REVOCATION OF BROKER‘S LICENSE. (1) The Su- 
perintendent may revoke or suspend any surplus line broker’s license after 
notice and hearing as provided in section 24 upon any one or more of the 
following grounds: 


(a) If the broker fails to file his annual statement or to remit the tax 
as required by law; or 


(b) If the broker fails to maintain an office in this State, or to keep 
the records, or to allow the Superintendent to examine hig records as re- 
quired by law; or 


(c) For any of the causes for which an agent’s license may be re- 
voked. 


(2) The Superintendent shall suspend or revoke the broker’s license 
if he finds that the broker has, wilfully or without exercise of due care, 
placed any insurance coverage with an unauthorized insurer in violation 
of any of the requirements or conditions of section 7 of this Act. 


(8) No broker whose license has been so revoked shall again be so 
licensed within one year thereafter, nor until any fines or delinquent taxes 
owing by him have been paid. 


Section 20. ACTION AGAINST INSURER; SERVICE OF PRO- 
CESS. (1) Any unauthorized insurer issuing a policy or assuming a direct 
insurance risk under this Act shall be deemed thereby to have appointed 
the Superintendent as its attorney upon whom may be served all lawful 
process in any action or proceeding against it in this state arising out of such 
insurance. 
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(2) Service of process upon the Superintendent as process agent of 
the insurer shall be made by the proper officer of Montgomery County, by 
serving copies in triplicate of the process upon the Superintendent or upon 
his assistant, deputy or other person in charge of his office. Upon receiving 
such service the Superintendent shall promptly forward a copy thereof by 
certified mail or registered mail to the person last designated to receive 
the same, as provided in subsection (3), below, return one copy with his 
admission of service, and retain one copy in the files of the department. 


(3) Each such policy, or the certificate of insurance issued by the 
broker, shall contain a provision stating the substance of this section, and 
designating the person to whom the Superintendent shall mail process as 
provided for in subsection (2), above. The broker shall likewise file the 
name of such person with the Superintendent. As to the same unauthorized 
insurer and all insurance coverages issued or accepted by it under this Act, 
no more tkan one person shall at any one time be the designee to whom 
copies of process against the insurer, served upon the Superintendent, shall 
be forwarded. 


(4) Where process is served upon the Superintendent as an insurer’s 
process agent, the insurer shall not be required to answer or plead except 
within thirty (30) days after the date upon which the Superintendent 
mailed a copy of the process served upon him as required by subsection (2), 
above. 


(5) Process served upon the Superintendent, and copy thereof for- 
warded as in this section provided, shall for all purposes constitute valid 
and binding service thereof upon the insurer. 


Section 21. EXEMPTIONS. The provisions of this Unauthorized In- 
surers Act controlling the placing of insurance with unauthorized insurers 
shall not apply to reinsurance or to the following insurances when so placed 
by licensed agents or brokers of this State: 


(1) Wet marine and transportation insurance; 


(2) Insurance on subjects located, resident, or to be performed wholly 
outside of this State, or on vehicles or aircraft owned and principally 
garaged outside this state; 


(3) Insurance on property or operation of railroads engaged in inter- 
state commerce; and 


(4) Insurance of aircraft owned or operated by manufacturers of air- 
eraft or aircraft operated in scheduled interstate flight, or cargo of such 
aircraft, or against liability, other than workmen’s compensation and the 
employer’s liability, arising out of the ownership, maintenance or use of 
such aircraft. 


(5) Life insurance, health and accident insurance, annuities, and disa- 
bility insurance. 


Section 22. REPORT AND TAX OF INDEPENDENTLY PRO- 
CURED COVERAGES, (1) Every insured who in this state procures or 
causes to be procured or continues or renews insurance in an unauthorized 
foreign insurer, or any self-insurer who in this state so procures or con- 
tinues excess loss, catastrophe or other insurance, upon a subject of in- 
surance resident, located or to be performed within this State, other than 
insurance procured through a surplus line broker pursuant to this Act or 
exempted under section 21, shall within ninety (90) days after the date 
such insurance was so procured, continued, or renewed, file a written 
report of the same with the Superintendent on forms designated by the

Superintendent and furnished to such an insured upon request. The 
report shall show the name and address of the insured or insureds, name 
and address of the insurer, the subject of the insurance, a general de- 
scription of the coverage, the amount or premium currently charged there- 
for, and such additional pertinent information as is reasonably requested 
by the Superintendent. If any such insurance covers also subjects of 
insurance resident, located or to be performed outside this state a proper 
pro rata portion of the entire premium payable for all such insurance 
shall be allocated as to the subjects of insurance resident, located or to be 
performed in this state, for the purposes of this section. 


(2) Any insurance in an unauthorized insurer procured through 
negotiations or an application in whole or in part occurring or made within 
or from within this state, or for which premiums in whole or in part are re- 
mitted directly or indirectly from within this state, shall be deemed to be 
insurance procured, or continued or renewed, in this state within the 
intent of subsection (1) above. 


(3) For the general support of the government of this state there is 
levied upon the obligation, chose in action, or right represented by the pre- 
mium charged or payable for such insurance, a tax at the rate of four 
(4%) percent of the gross amount of such premium. The insured shall 
withhold the amount of the tax from the amount of premium charged by 
and otherwise payable to the insurer for such insurance, and within niney 
(90) days after the insurance was so procured, continued or renewed, and 
coincidentally with the filing with the Superintendent of the report pro- 
vided for in subsection (1) above, the insured shall pay the amount of the 
tax to the State Treasurer through the Superintendent. 


(4) If the insured fails to withhold from the nremium the amount of 
tax herein levied, the insured shall be liable for the amount thereof and shall 
pay the same to the Superintendent within the time stated in subsection (3) 
above. 


(5) The tax imposed hereunder if delinquent shall bear interest at the 
rate of six percent (6%) per annum, compounded annually. 


(6) Payment of such tax shall be enforced by the Superintendent by 
civil suit against any person failing to pay the tax herein provided for. 


(7) A licensed adjuster may lawfully investigate and adjust any loss 
occurring or claim made under any such contract of insurance as to which 
the tax has been paid as provided in this section. 


(8) This section does not apply as to life insurance, accident and 
health insurance annuities or disability insurances. 


Section 23. RECORDS PRODUCED ON ORDER. Every person as 
to whom insurance is placed with an unauthorized insurer, upon the Super- 
intendent’s order shall produce for his examination all policies and other 
documents evidencing the insurance and shall disclose to the Superintendent 
the amount of gross premiums paid or agreed to be paid for the insurance. 
For each wilful refusal to obey such order, such person shall be liable to 
a fine of not more than five hundred dollars. ($500.00). 


Section 24. HEARINGS; JUDICIAL REVIEW 


(a) The Superintendent may institute a proceeding to revoke or sus- 
pend the license of a licensee by filing a complaint against such licensee as 
provided in this section, and the Superintendent shall likewise notify all in- 
terested parties. 
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(b) Any. person having an interest and feeling aggrieved may file a 
complaint against any licensed surplus lines broker for the purpose of revo- 
cation or suspension of his license. Such complaint shall be in writing and 
shall specify in reasonable detail the charge or charges made, the truth of 
which shall be sworn to by the complainant or some other person who has 
knowledge of the facts averred. 


(c) If, upon reviewing the complaint, the Superintendent shall find 
that the charges made therein constitute grounds for the revocation or sus- 
pension of the license under the provisions of this Act, he shall forthwith 
notify the licensee against whom the complaint has been made and shall 
serve him with a copy of the complaint. Service of the notice and copy of 
the complaint made shall be sent by registered mail, addressed to the li- 
censee at the address shown by the records of the Superintendent, return 
receipt reauested and marked “deliver to addressee only”. 


(d) Within thirty (30) days after service upon the licensee of the copy 
of the complaint made against him, the licensee shall file with the Super- 
intendent his answer in writing to the charges, either specifically admitting 
or denying or specifically confessing and avoiding each of the charges 
made. If the licensee against whom the complaint has been made stands in 
default for answer, the charges set forth in said complaint shall be taken 
as admitted. 


(e) Within twenty (20) days after receipt of the licensee’s answer the 
Superintendent shall fix a time and place for the hearing of the complaint 
at his office or elsewhere as hereinafter provided and shall serve notice 
thereof upon the licensee and the complainant by registered mail as herein- 
above provided with respect to service of the complainant upon the licensee; 
such notice shall be served at least twenty (20) days before the date fixed 
for the hearing. 


(f) At the time fixed by the Superintendent for such hearing the 
complaint shall be heard before the superintendent or a deputy appoined 
by him and the complainant and licensee may each be represented by an 
attorney at law and may give the testimony and offer proof, documentary 
or ore tenus as to the truth of the charges and any denial thereof. 


(g) The Superintendent shall have any power of subpoena, subpoena 
duces tecum or discovery obtaining in the circuit courts of this state, and 
any party shall have the right, upon request in writing filed with the Su- 
perintendent, to cause a writ of subpoena to issue out of the office of the 
Superintendent which shall be signed by the Superintendent or his deputy 
and directed to the sheriff of any county of this state returnable to the office 
of the Superintendent. The cost of issuing and serving subpoenas and wit- 
ness fees shall be the same as such costs and fees in the circuit court and 
shall be recoverable by the prevailing party from the other party. The Su- 
perintendent shall tax such costs and upon the same not being paid within 
a period of 10 days therefrom, payment thereof may be enforced in any 
court having jurisdiction over the person of the defaulting party. 


(h) The Superintendent shall, within 15 days after the conclusion of 
the hearing, make a ruling in writing fully disposing of the complaint, a 
copy of the ruling shall be served upon the complainant, the licensee and 
all interested parties represented by the licensee, by registered mail, ad- 
dressed to the licensee at the address shown by the records of the Superin- 
tendent. 


(i) The Superintendent or his deputy shall preside over the hearing, 
and shall make a written finding of facts upon which his decision shall be 
based. 
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(j) The place of hearing of the complaint shall be at the office of the 
Superintendent at Montgomery or at any other place in this State more con- 
venient to the parties and witnesses as the Superintendent shall determine, 
and the testimony may be taken orally or by deposition, and any party shall 
have such right of introducing proof by deposition, as may obtain in the 
circuit courts of this State either at law or in equity. 


(k) Pursuant to such hearing, the Superintendent may, for good 
cause shown, either revoke or suspend the license of the licensee complained 
against, as In his sound discretion the Superintendent shall deem just. 


(1) Upon the revocation or suspension of any license, the licensee 
shall, mpen being served with notice thereof by the Superintendent, surren- 
der to the Superintendent the license so revoked or suspended. 


(m) Any person having an interest in and aggrieved by the ruling of 
the Superintendent may cause the action of the Superintendent to be judi- 
cially reviewed in the circuit court for the county in which the licensee 
complained against resides as hereinafter provided. 


(n) Any communication, complaint, evidence, testimony, document, 
deposition, affidavit, statement, or other proof filed, given or proffered at 
the hearing provided for in this section shall be absolutely privileged to the 
same extent as in a court of law and shall never form the subject matter 
of any action, claim or proceeding against the person filing, giving or prof- 
fering the same nor against the principal or representative of such person. 


(0) No licensee whose license has been revoked or suspended, as pro- 
vided by this Act, shall hold himself out as or claim to be such surplus 
lines hroker. 


Section 25. PENALTIES. 


(a) Any person who in this state represents or aids a non-admitted 
insurer in violation of the provisions of this Act shall, upon conviction 
thereof, be guilty of a misdemeanor, and be subject to a fine not in excess 
of one thousand ($1,000) dollars or imprisonment for not more than one 
year, or by both such fine and imprisonment in the discretion of the court. 


(b) {In addition to the penalties provided for in subsection (a) of this 
section such violator shall be liable, personally, jointly and severally with 
any other person or persons liable therefor for payment of taxes payable 
on account of; such insurance under sections 18 and 22 of this Act. 


‘(c) In addition to any other penalty provided for herein or otherwise 
provided by law, including suspension, revocation or refusal to renew li- 
cense, any person, firm, association or corporation violating any provision 
of this act shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding $1,000.00 for the first 
offense, and not exceeding $2,000.00 for each succeeding offense. 


Section 26. DISPOSITION OF TAX AND APPROPRIATION.

“Section 1. No manufacturer, distiller, producer, or distributor of al- 
coholic liquors shall be admitted or authorized to do business in or with this 
state without a license issued in accordance with this Act. 


Section 2. Every manufacturer, distiller, producer, or distributor of 
alcoholic liquors desiring to engage in business in this state, or to do any 
business with the state of the Alabama alcoholic beverage control board or 
its successor in function, shall file with the commissioner of the state de- 
partment of revenue, within the first 60 days after the date of this enactment, 
and within the first 60 days of each calendar year thereafter following, a 
statement showing the total amount of its sales to the state or board during 
the preceding year ending December 31. The statement shall be verified 
by the affidavit of an authorized agent having knowledge of the facts, and 
shall be accompanied by payment of a filing fee in the amount of $250, and 
an additional sum as a privilege tax or license in an amount equal to three 
percent of its total gross sales of alcoholic liquors to the state or board, 
whether made in the state or elsewhere, during the preceding calendar year. 
If a manufacturer, distiller, producer, or distributor of alcoholic liquors 
who applies for a license has made no sales to the state or board during 
the preceding year, he shall pay a filing fee of $250 and, by March 1 of the 
succeeding year, remit with the statement to the commissioner of revenue 
as required by this section, the amount of taxes due on the basis of sales 
made during the remainder of the calendar year in which he first applied for 
a license; provided, the commissioner of revenue shall reauire the annlicant 
ts file with his original application a bond in the penal sum of not less 
than $1,000 nor more than $10,000 conditioned upon the payment of the 
license taxes to become due by the applicant. 


Section 3. A license issued under this Act shall expire on December 
31 of the year in which it is issued and may be renewed annually. The 
fees and taxes imposed in this Act are in addition to the permit fee required 
by Code of Alabama 1940, Title 29, Section 5, and all other permits, licenses, 
fees, or taxes imposed by law. 


Section 4. Applications for licenses and accompanying statements shall 
be kept in the office of the commissioner of revenue and shall be open to 
public inspection during regular business hours. The commissioner of rev- 
enue shall give notice to the administrator of the alcoholic beverage con- 
trol board of each license issued. 


Section 5. The revenue derived from filing fees paid under this Act 
shall be paid into the state treasury to the credit of the beer tax and 
license fund of the Alabama alcoholic beverage control board. The revenue 
derived from the license taxes imposed by the Act shall be paid into the 
state treasury and shall be distributed as follows: One half part thereof 
shall be credited to the state public welfare trust fund and shall be used for 
old age assistance purposes only; three-eights part thereof shall be set aside 
in the Special Mental Health Fund and shall be used only for establishment 
and operation of regional and community mental health clinics, the training 
of mental health personnel and drugs for medically indigent, non hospital- 
ized mental patients; and one eighth part thereof shall be set aside in a 
special fund, to be designated the student scholarship fund, and shall be 
eopicee to appropriation and spent in such manner as the legislature may 

irect. 


Section 6. The Alabama alcoholic beverage control board and its of- 
ficers and agents shall not buy alcoholic liquors from or through any 
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manufacturer, distiller, producer, or distributor who is not licensed as pro- 
vided in this Act. 


Section 7. Every manufacturer, distiller, producer, or distributor of 
alcoholic liquors doing business in or with this state shall, within 60 days 
after the effective date of this Act as amended, secure a license and pay 
the fees and license taxes prescribed and required by the Act as amended; 
provided, that any manufacturer, distiller, producer or distributor who has 
obtained a license for the current license year shall be entitled to receive 
credit for the license or fee previously paid for the current license year.” 


Section 2. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
repealed, 


Section 3. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 

Section 4. This Act shall become effective January 1, 1964.

Section 1. Whenever any city, county or other local school board de- 
termines it to be in the best interest of the public school pupils of the 
local school system it may prescribe, and from time to time adjust and 
adapt and further prescribe the manner, method and procedure to be em- 
ployed in classrooms for teaching pupils of disparate ability, background and 
achievement in the public schools within their jurisdiction. Their authority

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR 


To the Senate of Alabama 
State Capitol 
Montgomery, Alabama 


Gentlemen: 


I am returning to you, the Body in which it originated, Senate Bill 261, 
without my signature and approval. 
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This Bill places all individuals now employed in road and bridge work 
in DeKalb County by the State Highway Department on a basis of an 8 hour 
day and a 40 hour week. This Bill prescribes overtime pay at the usual rate 
for all overtime work. 


This Bill would in effect, be of a discriminatory nature in that State High- 
way Department employees in the other 66 counties of the State of Alabama 
would be operating under the regular work schedule of the Highway De- 
partment. In other words, this Bill would provide for the paying of special 
wages to DeKalb County employees thus discriminating against all other 
similarly classified state employees. 


I am presently working toward establishing a 40 hour work week basis 
for all employees in the Highway Department. It is my belief that this can 
be accomplished at an early date. The only equitable manner of dealing 
with this problem is to have a standard work week basis for all 67 counties 
in the State of Alabama. 


In addition to the above, in my judgment, this Bill, though passed as 
“local legislation”, is general in its application, thus making it of ques- 
tionable constitutionality. 


Under the circumstances, it is necessary that I withhold my approval 
from Senate Bill 261.

WHEREAS, These federal corporate activities have taken over 40% of 
the land area and 20% of the industrial capacity of the nation, and require 
more than half the federal revenue to pay their losses and hidden costs, 
and 


WHEREAS, The purpose of the Ninth and Tenth Amendments to the 
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Constitution was to limit the government to the specific activities delegated 
to it by the Constitution, and 


WHEREAS, The Fifth Article of the Constitution provides that the

The notice shall state the 
date on which the election is to be held and the voting place; and the 
notice must give a description of the territory to be annexed to the Town of 
Hammondville by this Act. 


The town governing body shall appoint election officials from among 
the qualified electors of the territory proposed to be annexed, in the num- 
ber prescribed by law for holding municipal elections, who shall manage 
the election and tabulate the votes. The probate judge of DeKalb County 
shall, at the request of the town clerk of Hammondville, furnish said clerk 
a list of the qualified electors residing in the territory proposed to be an- 
nexed to the Town of Hammondville, and all electors so listed shall be 
allowed to vote. The election shall be held and conducted in all respects as 
provided by the general laws governing municipal elections and under the 
same sanctions and penalties except as modified by this Act. The Town of 
Hammondville shall pay all cost and expense incident to the election. The 
governing body of the town shall cause to be prepared for the election, 
supplies necessary for holding the election, including ballots, which shall 
have printed thereon the following: “Do you favor annexation of the 
territory in which you reside by the Town of Hammondville in accordance 
with the provisions of Act No. -.. enacted by the 1963 Legislature? 
Yes ( )No( ).” 


The election officials must, as soon as the polls are closed, tabulate the 
votes and certify the results thereof to the clerk of the Town of Hammond- 
ville. The clerk shall canvass the returns and certify the results to the gov- 
erning body of the municipality and to the probate judge of DeKalb County. 
If a majority of the qualified electors voting in the election vote in favor of 
annexation, the judge of probate shall make and enter an order on the 
records of the probate court adjudging and decreeing the corporate limits of 
the Town of Hammondville to be extended so as to embrace the territory 
hereinabove described. If a majority of the qualified electors voting in the 
election vote against annexation, this Act shall have no further effect. The 
clerk of the town shall certify the results of the election to the Secretary of 
State of Alabama within sixty days after the election.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To establish the State Personnel Board as the State Employees’ Insur- 
ance Board and authorize such Board to provide a group life and health 
insurance plan for employees of the State of Alabama; to define the terms 
used in this Act; to provide for the contents of such group life and health 
insurance plan and to define eligibility requirements for participation in 
such plan; to authorize the Board to execute contracts to provide benefits 
under such plan; to authorize the inclusion of retiring state employees and 
the dependents of state employees and retiring state employees in such plan; 
to provide for the payment of benefits under such plan; to provide for a 
State Employees’ Insurance Fund and for contributions thereto; to provide 
for the financing of the group life and health insurance plan; to authorize 
the Board to adopt and promulgate rules and regulations for the adminis- 
tration of such plan; to provide an effective date of this Act and repeal all 
laws in conflict therewith. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. For the purposes of this Act an employee is defined as 
a person who works full time for the State of Alabama, or for a County 
Health Department, and who receives his full compensation on a monthly 
basis through means of a state warrant drawn upon the State Treasury or 
by check drawn by the Treasurer of the Alabama State Docks’ Department, 
other than those employees covered by the United States Railway Retire- 
ment Act. Such term shall also include those persons who shall hereafter 
retire from the service of the State of Alabama and who, at the time of 
such retirement, met the criteria set out herein and who, following such 
retirement, draw a monthly benefit from the Employees’ Retirement 
System of Alabama. 


Section 2. As used in this Act the term “Board” shall mean the 
State Employees’ Insurance Board, the membership of such Board to con- 
sist of the members of the State Personnel Board and their successors in 
office, said members to constitute the entire membership of the State 
Employees’ Insurance Board here created. The Director of the Personnel 
Department shall serve as Secretary-Treasurer for the Board and as the 
Executive Officer thereof. 


Section 3. The State Employees’ Insurance Board is hereby empow- 
ered and authorized to establish a group life and health insurance plan for 
employees of the State of Alabama and to adopt and promulgate rules and 
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regulations for the administration of such plan, subject to such limitations 
as may be contained in this Act, which plan may provide for group hos- 
pitalization, surgical and medical insurance against the financial costs of 
treatment and care, and may also include among other things, prescribed 
drugs, medicines, prosthetic appliances, hospital in-patient and out-patient 
service benefits, and medical expenses indemnity benefits, including major 
medical benefits, or such other coverage or benefits as may be deemed 
appropriate and desirable by the Board. 


Section 4. Such group life and health insurance shall not include ex- 
penses incurred by or on account of an individual prior to the effective 
date of the plan as to him; services received in a hospital owned or operated 
by the United States Government for which no charge is made; services 
received for injury or sickness due to war or any act of war, whether 
declared or undeclared, which war or act of war shall have occurred after 
the effective date of this plan; expenses for which the individual is not 
required to make payment; expenses to the extent of benefits provided 
under any employer group plan other than this plan, in which the state 
participates in the cost thereof, and such other expenses as may be excluded 
by regulations of the Board. 


Section 5. The group life and health insurance plan herein provided 
for shall be designed by the State Employee’s Insurance Board (1) to pro- 
vide a reasonable relationship between the hospital, surgical and medical 
benefits to be included, and the expected hospital, surgical and medical ex- 
penses to be incurred by the affected employee and dependents and, (2) 
to include reasonable controls, which may include deductible and coinsur- 
ance provisions applicable to some or all of the benefits, to prevent un- 
necessary utilization of the various hospital, surgical and medical services 
serene to provide reasciiable assurance of stability in future years for the 
plan. 


Section 6. The Board is hereby authorized to execute a contract, or 
contracts, to provide the benefits under the plan of group life and health 
insurance coverage determined upon in accordance with the provisions of 
this Act. Such contract, or contracts, may be executed with one or more 
agencies or corporations licensed to transact group, life and health insur- 
ance business in this State. All of the benefits to be provided under this 
Act may be included in one or more similar contracts issued by the same 
or different companies. Before entering into any contract hereby au- 
thorized, said Board shall invite proposals from such qualified insurers as 
in the opinion of the Board is necessary, proper and desirable. Any con- 
tract awarded by the Board shall be awarded on the basis of sealed 
competitive bids, and the contract shall be awarded to the bidder offering 
benefits as called for in the plan as designated by the Board at the lowest 
premium cost to the employer and to the employee. The contract executed 
by the Board with the selected carrier, or carriers, shall be an exclusive 
contract to cover all empoyees of the State subject to the provisions of 
this Act and no other group life and health insurance plan for state em- 
ployees in which the state participates in the payment of premium shall 
thereafter be conducted on a payroll deduction basis, but the Board may, 
if it deems that a sufficient number of employees of the state desire more 
life or health insurance coverage than is provided by the primary contract, 
enter into a separate contract with the carrier with whom the primary 
contract is executed or with another carrier to provide such additional 
coverage without costs to the State of Alabama, and the same may be con- 
ducted on a payroll deduction basis with the employees who elect to take 
such additional coverage paying the entire premium therefor. The State 
Comptroller through the facilities of his office shall effect the billings, de- 
ductions and other measures necessary to the collection of premium due 
under the plan or plans adopted. 


The Board may authorize the carrier with whom the primary con- 
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tract ig executed to reinsure portions of such contract with other such 
earriers which elect to be a reinsurer and who are legally qualified to 
enter into a reinsurance agreement under the laws of this state. Each em- 
ployee who is covered under any such contract, or contracts, shall receive 
a certificate setting forth the benefits to which the employee and his de- 
pendents are entitled thereunder, to whom such benefits shall be 
payable, to whom claims shall be submitted, and a summary of the pro- 
visions of the contract as they affect the employee and his dependents. 
Such certificate shall be in lieu of the certificate which the carrier, or 
carriers, issuing such contract, or contracts, would otherwise issue. The 
Board may at the end of any contract period discontinue any contract, or 
contracts, it has executed with any carrier and replace same with a con- 
tract, or contracts, with any other carrier, or carriers, meeting the require- 
ments of this Act. 


Section 7. The contracts, or contracts, shall provide for group life 
and health insurance for retiring state employees and their spouses and de- 
pendents as defined by rules and regulations of the Board, on such terms 
as the Board may deem appropriate. The Board shall adopt rules and regu- 
lations prescribing the conditions wnder which retiring employees may elect 
to participate in or withdraw from the plan. 


Section 8. Each employee shall be entitled to have his spouse and 
dependent children, as detined by the rules and regulations of the Board, in- 
cluded in the group health coverage provided upon agreeing to pay his con- 
tribution to the costs of such coverage for such dependents. The Board 
shall adopt regulations governing the discontinuance and resumption by such 
employees of coverage for dependents. 


Section 9. Any benefits payable under the plan adopted may be paid 
either directly to the attending physician, hospital, medical group, or others 
furnishing the service upon which the claim is based, or to the insured em- 
ployee, upon presentation of valid bills for such services, subject to such 
provisions designed to facilitate payment as may be made by the Board. 


Section 10. The State Employees’ Insurance Board is hereby author- 
ized to provide, under the contract, or contracts, entered into, under the 
provisions of this Act, that the cost of such insurance benefit plan shall be 
divided equally between the employee and the employer, provided, how- 
ever, that coverage additional to that provided by the primary contract 
shall be at the sole expense of the employee. The employer shall mean 
the fund from which the salaries of such insured employees are paid. In- 
surance permium taxes levied or imposed by the state shall not be payable 
in respect of the premium cost of such group insurance plan. 


(1) There is hereby appropriated annually from each such fund 
amounts sufficient to provide the employer’s one-half cost of the insur- 
ance benefit plan as evidenced by the equal amount deducted from the 
salary of the employees paid by such fund. In the case of those depart- 
ments supported wholly by transfers from other state funds, there is here- 
by appropriated from the supporting funds such additional amounts as may 
be necessary to pay the sums required to match the premium cost of 
employees of each department so supported in the same proportion as the 
other state funds contribute to the support and maintenance of such de- 
partment, provided, however, that deductions from the salary of an em- 
ployee for payment of permium for coverage additional to that provided 
by the primary contract shall not be used in calculating the said appro- 
priation. The total cost to the State for coverage of all employees shall 
not exceed $900,000 per annum. 


(2) During any period in which an employee is covered under this Act, 
there shall be withheld from the salary payment of such employee, as his 
share of the cost of coverage under this plan, one half cf the premium cost 
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under the terms of any contract, or contracts, entered into in accordance 
with the provisions of this Act, provided, however that the premium for 
coverage additional to that provided by the primary contract shall be paid 
in full by the employee and the entire cost thereof shall be withheld from 
the salary payment of such employee. 


(3) There is hereby created in the State Treasury a fund to be known 
as the State Employees’ Insurance Fund. Such fund shall consist of and 
there shall be deposited into such fund all appropriations made from em- 
ployer funds, under the provision of sub-section (1) of this Section and all 
premiums paid by employees under the provisions of subsection (2) of 
this Section and by any other premiums paid under the provisions of this 
Act. The Secretary-Treasurer of the State Employees’ Insurance Board shall 
be custodian of this fund and shall be authorized to make deposits into and 
peyments therefrom in accordance with contracts entered into by said 

oard. 


Section 11. Employees covered under this plan who retire from ac- 
tive service and begin receiving monthly benefits from the Employees’ Re- 
tirement System of Alabama or from the Teachers’ Retirement System of 
Alabama may elect to continue coverage under the group insurance plan by 
consenting to have deducted from their monthly benefit payment the total 
cost of their insurance coverage. The premiums so deducted shall be trans- 
mitted monthly to the State Employees’ Insurance Board. 


Section 12. For the purposes of paying the administrative costs of 
this Act there is hereby appropriated from the State General Fund the 
following amounts: for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1963, the sum 
of $7,500.00; for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1964, the sum of 
$19,200.00; and, for the fiscal ycoar cuding September 30, 1965, the sum 
of $18,000.00. 


Section 13. All persons in the employment of the State of Alabama 
at the time of adoption and execution by the Board of a contract pro- 
viding for a group life and health insurance plan, and who are eligible for 
coverage under the provisions of this Act and the rules and regulations of 
the Board adopted pursuant thereto, shall have an option as to whether 
they will subscribe to such coverage, such option to be exercised in the 
manner and within the time limitation prescribed by the Board. 


All persons who become employees of the State on Alabama, as defined 
by the terms of this Act and the rules and regulations promulgated by the 
Board pursuant thereto, after the effective date of any contract entered 
into by the Board providing group insurance coverage to the employees of 
the State, shall as a condition of their employment, become members of 
the group insurance plan hereby established; provided, however, that those 
persons now holding, or hereafter assuming office, as elected or appointed 
officers or officials of the State, as distinguished from the employees there- 
of, shall have an option as to their participation in the plan, such options to 
be exercised in the manner and within the time limitations prescribed by 
the Board, provided however, that the coverage allowed herein in addi- 
tion to that provided by the primary contract shall always be at the option 
of the employee whether in the employ of the State at the time of the 
execution of the primary contract or not. 


Section 14. The State Employees’ Insurance Board shall promulgate 
such rules and regulations as may be required for the effective administra- 
tion of the provisions of this Act. 


Section 15. This Act is hereby declared to be severable. Should any 
section or provision thereof be held invalid or unenforcible by a court of 
competent jurisdiction, said holdings shall not invalidate or render unen- 
forcible the remaining provisions or sections thereof. 
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Section 16. ‘All laws or parts of laws, local, special or general, in 
conflict with the provisions hereof are hereby repealed. 


Section 17. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- ~ 
sage and approval.by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a

of the proceeds therefrom. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. In addition to all other taxes imposed by law, every per- 
son, firm, or corporation who sells, stores, delivers, uses or otherwise 
consumes cigarettes or cigars in Lauderdale County shall pay a privilege, 
license or excise tax in the following amounts: 


(a) Two cents ($0.02) for each package of cigarettes, made of to- 
bacco or any substitute therefor. 


(b) One cent ($0.01) for each cigar of any description made of tobacco 
or any substitute therefor. 


Provided, however, when the license tax hereby required to be paid 
shall have been paid by a wholesaler or seller of cigarettes and cigars 
such payment shall be sufficient, the intent being that such license tax 
hereby required to be paid shall be paid but once on each package of 
cigarettes and on each cigar. 


Section 2. Every person, firm, corporation, club, or association that 
sells or stores or receives for the purpose of distribution in Lauderdale 
County any cigarettes or cigars shall add the amount of the license or 
privilege tax levied and assessed herein to the price of the cigarettes and 
cigars, it being the purpose and intent of this provision that the tax levied 
is, in fact, a levy on the consumer with the person, firm, eorporstion, ¢ alub 
or association, who sells or stores or receives for the purpose of distributing 
the cigarettes or cigars, acting merely as agent for the collection of the 
tax. The dealer, storer, or distributor shall state the amount of the tax 
separately from the price of the cigarettes and cigars on all price display 
signs, sales or delivery slips, bills and statements which advertise or indi- 
cate the price of the cigarettes and cigars. It shall be unlawful for any 
dealer, storer or distributor engaged in or continuing in the county in the 
business for which the tax is hereby levied to fail or refuse to add to the 
sales price and collect from the purchaser the amount due on account 
of the tax herein provided or to refund or offer to refund all or any part 
of the amount collected or to absorb or advertise directly or indirectly 
the absorption of the tax or any portion thereof. Any person, firm, cor- 
poration, club or association violating any of the provisions of this section 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined not 
more than one hundred dollars ($100.00) or imprisoned in the county jail 
for not more than sixty days, or by both such fine and imprisonment. Each 
act in violation of this section shall constitute a separate offense. 


Section 3. The tax herein levied shall be paid through the use of 
stamps in denominations of the amount of tax to be affixed to the box, 
package, or container from or in which the products are normally sold at 
retail. The court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or other like 
governing body of the county may in its discretion allow discounts on the 
sale of stamps to any wholesaler or jobber qualified as such with the 
governing body at rates to be prescribed by the county. The tax shall be 
collected and enforced, and shall be administered by such office or officer 
of Lauderdale County as may be designated by the court of county com- 
missioners, board of revenue, or other like governing body, in accordance 
with such rules, regulations or orders as such county governing body may 
prescribe. The court, board or like governing body shall adopt necessary 
rules and regulations governing the collection and enforcement of the tax, 
and may prescribe penalties for violations thereof. Rules, regulations, and 
orders adopted or promulgated pursuant to this section shall have the 
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force and effect of law. Whoever wilfully violates any such rule, regula- 
tion or order is guilty of a misdemeanor. 


Section 4. The proceeds of the tax hereby levied, less cost of collec- 
tion, including any discount allowed on the sale of stamps, shall be dis- 
tributed as follows: Seventy-five per cent (75%) thereof shall be paid to 
the Lauderdale County board of education and shall be used exclusively 
for payment of salaries of employees of the board; twenty-five per cent 
(25%) shall be paid into the general fund of the city of Florence. 


Section 5. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
repealed. 


Section 6. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 7. This Act shall become effective October 1, 1963.

personal, useful, suitable or convenient for furnishing water, water systems, 
fire protection services, or fire protection facilities or any part or combi- 
nation thereof; to provide that the board of directors of each Authority 
may fix and revise rates, fees and charges for water, water systems, fire 
protection services, fire protection facilities, or any part or combination 
thereof furnished by the Authority; to provide for the use of state and 
county roads by any such Authority; to provide that each such Authority 
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shall be exempt from state and municipal regulation and supervision; to 
provide that each such Authority shall be exempt from laws relating to the 
advertising and award by the state and its departments of construction con- 
tracts and purchase contracts; to provide that any county, city, town or 
other political subdivision, public corporation, agency or instrumentality of 
this state may purchase or contract to purchase water or fire protection 
services and may purchase or lease water systems or fire protection facili- 
ties or any part of combination thereof, and may aid and cooperate with 
any such Authority in the planning, undertaking, acquisition, construction 
and operation of water systems and fire protection facilities and may lend, 
give, donate, sell, convey or transfer to any such Authority money, proper- 
ty (including existing water systems and fire protection facilities), or any 
right capable of transfer; to provide that no action or suit shall be brought 
or maintained against any such Authority or any director thereof for or on 
account of the negligence of such Authority or such director or of its or 
his agents, servants or employees in or about the construction, maintenance, 
operation, superintendence or management of a fire protection facility; to 
provide that officers, employees and agents of the Authority shall, while 
engaged in furnishing fire protection services, enjoy the same immunities 
and exemptions as municipal firemen; to authorize the issuance by each 
such Authority of interest bearing revenue bonds or revenue notes payable 
solely out of the revenues of the Authority issuing such bonds; to specify 
provisions of such bonds or notes issued by any such Authority and to 
provide that such bonds and notes shall be deemed negotiable instru- 
ments; to provide that such bonds or notes may be secured by pledge 
of any of the revenues of the Authority issuing them, whether the 
Authority’s right to such revenues then exists or may thereafter come into 
existence and by non-foreclosable mortgage on any property of any such 
Authority whether then in existence or thereafter acquired; to provide that 
such pledge may be provided for in an indenture between the Authority 
issuing such bonds or notes and a trustee or by resolution providing for 
the issuance of the bonds or notes; to provide that such pledges shall be 
valid and binding when made and effective against third parties without 
notice from the time a statement thereof is filed in the office of the judge 
of probate of the county in which the principal office of the Authority is 
located and in any other county in which there is located any property of 
the Authority, the revenues from which are so pledged; to provide that any 
such Authority may include, in any indenture or resolution authorizing the 
issuance of such bonds or notes, provisions, not inconsistent with this Act, 
customarily contained in instruments securing evidence of indebtedness; to 
provide that bonds and notes issued and contracts entered into by any such 
Authority pursuant to this Act shall not constitute or create a debt of the 
state or of any county, city, town or political subdivision of the state; to 
specify the uses to which the proceeds of revenue bonds and revenue notes 
issued by any such Authority may be put; to authorize the refunding of said 
bonds; to provide for remedies in the event of any default; to exempt from 
all taxation the bonds and notes issued by any such Authority and the 
income therefrom and activities, property and income of any Authority; to 
authorize the investment of any idle funds of any county, city or town within 
this state in bonds and notes issued by any such Authority; to provide that 
bonds and notes issued by any such Authority shall be legal investments for 
fiduciaries, savings banks and insurance companies; to authorize the publi- 
caticn of notice of the adoption of any resolution authorizing the issuance 
of bonds or notes by any such Authority and specify the time after such 
publication within which actions and defenses may be asserted respecting 
such bonds or notes, or pledge or indenture securing same, or the proceed- 
ings authorizing the same; and to provide for the dissolution of any such 
Authority and the disposition of its property.

AN ACT 


To provide for the liquidation of the obligation of the State of Alabama 
to the Teasurer of the United States as a result of benefits paid under 
the Temporary Unemployment Compensation Act of 1958. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. On or before November 9, 1963, the State Director of In- 
dustrial Relations will determine whether it is in the best interest of the 
tax payers of Alabama to pay all or part of the moneys due the Treasurer 
of the United States in repayment of temporary unemployment compen- 
sation paid pursuant to section 101 of the Temporary Unemployment Com- 
pensation Act of 1958, as amended, to individuals who exhausted their 
rights to benefits under the Alabama Unemployment Compensation Law. If 
the Director determines that it would be in the best interest of the tax 
payers of Alabama not to pay all or part of such moneys, then no payment 
will be made. If the Director determines that it would be in the best in- 
terest of the tax payers of Alabama to pay part of the same, he is au- 
thorized to requisition the amount of such part payment from this State’s 
unemployment compensation trust fund to be paid to the Treasurer of the 
United States. 


Section 2. On or before November 9, 1963, the State Director of 
Industrial Relations will determine whether it is in the best interest of the 
tax payers of Alabama to pay the moneys due the Treasurer of the United 
States in repayment of the cost incurred by the State of Alabama in the 
administration of the Temporary Unemployment Compensation Act of 
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1958. If the Director determines that it would be in the best interest of 
the taxpayers of Alabama not to pay such moneys, then no payment will 
be made. If the Director determines that it would be in the best interest 
of the tax payers of Alabama to pay such moneys, then he is hereby au- 
thorized to requisition and pay such moneys out of funds made available to 
this State under Section 903 of the Social Security Act, as amended. There 
is hereby appropriated out of funds made available to this State under Sec- 
tion 903 of the Social Security Act, as amended, the sum of $221,141.00 or 
so much thereof as may be necessary, to be used by the State Director of 
Industrial Relations for the purpose of restoring to the Treasury of the 
United States the amount of costs incurred by the State of Alabama in the 
administration of the Temporary Unemployment Compensation Act of 
1958. These moneys shall not be obligated prior to the date of enactment 
of this Act, nor shall they be obligated later than the two-year 
period beginning with the date of enactment of this Act. Any moneys obliga- 
ted pursuant to this section during any 12-month period beginning on July 1 
and ending on the next June 30, shall not exceed the amount by which (a) 
the aggregate of the amounts credited to the account of this State pursuant 
to section 903 of the Social Security Act during such 12-month period and 
the nine preceding such 12-month periods exceeds (b) the aggregate of the 
amounts obligated for administration and paid out for benefits and charged 
against the amounts credited to the account of the State during such ten 
12-month periods. 


Section 8. On or before November 9, 1964, the State Director

Section. 4. The State Director of Industrial Relations is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to requisition from this State’s account in the unem- 
ployment compensation trust fund and to pay to the Treasurer of the United 
States on or before November 9, 1965, an amount which is equal to the 
balance due the Federal government of the temporary unemployment com- 
pensation paid pursuant to Section 101 of the Temporary Unemployment 
Compensation Act of 1958, as amended, to individuals who exhausted their 
rights to benefits under the Alabama Unemployment Compensation Law. 


Section 5. It is the purpose of this Act that the Director take ad- 
vantage of any amendment made to the Temporary Unemployment Com- 
pensation Act of 1958 that would permit installment repayments of the 
moneys due the Treasurer of the United States, if he deems that this would 
be in the best interest of the tax payers of Alabama. If no amendments are 
made to the Temporary Unemployment Compensation Act of 1958, to per- 
mit installment repayments, the Director is hereby authorized to withhold 
such payment until the year 1965 if he deems that this would be to the 
best interest of the tax payers of Alabama. 


Section 6. Sections 1 and 2 of Act No. 62 of the 1961 Legislature are 
hereby expressly repealed. Any remaining parts of Act No. 62 of the 1961 
Legislature which conflict with this Act are also hereby repealed. Nothing 
in this Act shall be construed as authorizing the withdrawal of funds from

RESOLUTION 


Messrs. Tyson, Metcalf, Taylor, Brannan, Adams, McDow, Evans, Hawkins, 
Roberts, Carter, Givhan and James offered the following Senate Joint Reso- 
lution, to-wit: 


S. J. R. 55. To create an interim committee to study aproposal for 
the merging of a certain portion of northwest Florida with the State of 
Alabama and to make recommendations regarding plans and procedure. 


WHEREAS the merging of a portion of the panhandle of northwest 
Florida with the State of Alabama would be advantageous to both states, 
the origin and interests of the people being the same, the climate, soil and 
agricultural products being similar, the political, social, and economic 
views being more closely related than are those of the people of 
northern and southern Florida, and the geographical land area being the 
natural extension of this State to the Gulf of Mexico; and 


WHEREAS Alabama’s coastline consists of only 72 miles made up 
principally in length by the Mobile Bay area while Florida’s coastline is 
2,077 miles long much of which is neglected and undeveloped because such 
vast stretches are unnecessary to its economy, but would be invaluable in 
adding to the comparatively short coast line of this State; and 


WHEREAS when the French ceded their North American colonies to 
England in 1768, southern Alabama became a part of west Florida and 
northern Alabama was included in the Illinois country set aside for the 
Indians. In 1788, at the close of the Revolutionary War, England ceded 
the Illinois country to the United States by the Treaty of Paris and at 
the same time gave west Florida to Spain, making the original boundaries 
between those two states come into being as the result of an arbitrary act 
of a foreign power thousands of miles away having little interest and less 
knowledge of the desires of inhabitants of these two areas in years to come. 
These boundaries were uncertain until 1812, when an act of Congress de- 
clared the Mobile Bay district to be a part of the United States. For some 
unknown reason West Florida was not included despite a petition to Con- 
gress of the inhabitants of that area to be included in the territory which 
is now Alabama, and 


WHEREAS on December 380, 1868, the Legislature of Alabama re- 
opened negotiations for the annexation of that portion of Florida west of 
the Chattahoochee River, by adopting a resolution authorizing the Gover- 
nor to negotiate with the Governor of Florida for that purpose. Duly ap- 
pointed commissioners from each state signed a tentative agreement the 
following year, but the plan failed because the Governor of Alabama 
considered the price of $1,000,000 agreed upon to be paid by the State of 
Alabama to the State of Florida to be more than this State could pay; and 


WHEREAS the publication of that agreement precipitated consider- 
able discussion in both states. It is said that the west Florida people were 
generally favorable to the idea, and the proposal was approved by the people 
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in the seven or eight Florida counties which were concerned, in an election 
in November of 1869. A bill proposing the annexation passed the House of 
Representatives of Congress, but was defeated by the Senate; and 


WHEREAS the proposal of a merger of the State of Alabama with a 
portion of west Florida is not a new one, but is the outgrowth of a 
natural affinity and kinship with the people of these areas as well as a 
natural geographical extension of this State which would be a joint venture 
of mutual benefit resulting in the formation of the greatest state in the 
Union; now therefore 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF ALABAMA OF THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 
CONCURRING, 


1. That there shall be created an interim committee which is au- 
thorized and directed to make a comprehensive study of a proposal for 
the merging of the State of Alabama and a certain portion of west Florida. 
The committee shall consist of three members of the Senate appointed by 
the President of the Senate, three members of the House appointed by the 
Speaker of the House, and two members appointed by the Governor, such 
members to elect a chairman from among their number. The Governor shall 
serve as ex-officio chairman. 


2. The committee so appointed shall call upon the Governor of Flo- 
rida and its legislature concerning the proposed merger to determine the 
feasibility of the plan, to discuss and decide upon the area involved, to 
learn whether or not the merger is desired by the residents of that area, as 
well as by electors of this state, to work out a detailed plan of procedure, 
and to formulate recommendations for necessary legislation to complete the 
proposed merger. The committee shall file its final report containing its 
findings, conclusions, and recommendation for legislation with the Secre- 
tary of the Senate and the Clerk of the House before the next regular session 
of the Legislature, and the committee shall then be dissolved. 


8. The pay and expenses of the committee shall be paid from funds 
appropriated to the use of the Legislature, as provided in Code 1940, Title 
32, Sections 18 and 14, upon approval of the Speaker and President of the 
Senate.

We are in receipt of Senate Resolution No. 48, which reads as follows: 
“RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE LEGISLATURE OF 
ALABAMA, That the Honorable Chief Justice and Associate Justices of the 


Supreme Court of Alabama, or a majority of them, are respectfully re- 
quested to give this body their written opinions concerning the following 
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important constitutional questions which have arisen in reference to the 
pending bill, H. B. 185, a true copy of which is attached hereto and in- 
corporated herein by reference: 


“1. Does said bill violate Article 4, Section 45 of the Constitution of 
Alabama 1901? 


“2, Does the proviso incorporated in the bill, which would be pres- 
ently applicable to Marshall County only, make the proposed law a local 
law within the meaning of Article 4, Section 110 of the Constitution? 


“3. Would the proposed law violate Article 4, Section 105 of the 
Constitution ? 


“RESOLVED FURTHER, That the Secretary of the Senate is directed 
to send forthwith to the Clerk of the Supreme Court of Alabama four true 
copies of this resolution.” 


House Bill No. 185 reads as follows: 


“A 


LL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


“To amend Act No. 71, S. 94, Regular Session 1959 (Acts 1959, V. 1, 
p. 477), an act relating to the effective date for changes in form of munici- 
pal government. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


“Section 1 of Act No. 71, S. 94, Regular Session 1959 (Acts 1959, v. 
1, p. 477), an act relating to the effective date for changes in form of 
municipal government, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 1. That no change from the mayor-council form of munici- 
pal government to the commission form of municipal government hereafter 
directed by vote of the electors of any municipality in this state shall be- 
come effective until October first of the general municipal election year next 
following the election at which such change is voted. No change from the 
commission form of municipal government to the mayor-council form of 
municipal government hereafter directed by vote of the electors of any 
municipality in this state shall become effective until October first of the 
general municipal election year next following the election at which such 
change is voted. The term of any commissioner which might expire before 
such date is hereby extended until such date when the form of government 
changes. Provided, however, in counties having populations of not less than 
47,000 nor more than 49,000, according to the most recent federal decennial 
census, when any city having the commission form of government pre- 
scribed in Article 1 of Chapter 4, Title 87, Code 1940, changes to the 
mayor-council form of government, the mayor and aldermen shall be elected 
on the third Tuesday in August next thereafter following and shall take 
office on the first Monday in October following their election.” 


We are of the opinion that the proviso incorporated in House Bill No. 
185 makes the proposed law a local law within the meaning of Article 4, 
Sec. 110 of the Constitution of Alabama 1901. We, therefore, answer your 
Question No. 2 in the affirmative, and which answer, we think, renders it 
unnecessary to answer Questions numbered 1 and 3, as we are advised that 
House Bill No. 185 has not been advertised, as is required by Sec. 106 of 
the Constitution of 1901 in respect to local laws. 


Section 110 of the Constitution of 1901 provides that “A general law 
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within the meaning of this article is a law which applies to the whole state; 
a local law is a law which applies to any political subdivision or subdivi- 
sions of the state less than the whole; * * *.” 


és In the case of Reynolds v. Collier, 204 Ala. 38, 85 So. 465, it was 
said: 


“In State ex rel. Crenshaw v. Joseph, supra, commenting upon the case 
of State ex rel. v. Weakley, supra, the court called attention to the fact 
in that case it was held ‘that indiscriminate classification as a mere pre- 
text for the exactment of laws essentially local or special cannot be al- 
lowed’; and in the same opinion was cited Ayer’s Appeal, 122 Pa. 266, 16 
Atl. 356, 2 L.R.A. 577, where it was held that the ‘basis of classification was 
pushed to such extent as the court was required to pronounce it void.’ In 
Board of Revenue v. Huey, supra, speaking to this question of classification, 
the court said: 


“Tf * * * an element going to mark the distinction or discrimination 
sought to be established is without reasonable relation to the thing to be 
affected and the purpose to be accomplished by the legislation, guised as a 
general law, the legislative effort must fail because the means of attempted 
classification are inapt and inappropriate, and hence is arbitrary.’ 


“And in the Weakley Case, this court sounded a distinct note of warn- 
ing to the lawmaking department against the passage of laws with classi- 
fication so drawn as to be an evasion of the Constitution. The effect of 
all of our decisions, in short, has been that where there is a substan- 
tial difference in population, and the classification is made in good faith, 
reasonably related to the purpose to be effected and to the difference in 
population which forms the basis thereof, and not merely arbitrary, it is a 
general law, although at the time it may be applicable to only one political 
subdivision of the state; but that if the classification bears no reasonable re- 
lation to the difference in population, upon which it rests, in view of the 
purpose to be effected by such legislation, and clearly shows it was merely 
fixed arbitrarily, guised as a general law, and, in fact, is a local law, it is 
then in plain violation of the Constitution and cannot be upheld.” 


Among the more recent decisions to like effect are Thomas v. Fergu- 
son, 267 Ala. 883, 102 So. 2d 20; Smith v. Lancaster, 269 Ala. 579, 114 
So. 2d 568; In re Opinion of the Justices, 262 Ala. 425, 81 So. 2d 295, 
and City of Birmingham v. Moore, 248 Ala. 422, 27 So. 2d 869. 


The subject matter of House Bill No. 185, the bill of instant concern, 
deals with and relates solely to cities, while the spread of the population, in 
an effort to give it the appearance of a general law with local application, 


refers to county population alone. 


The classification of the proviso of House Bill No. 185 bears no 
reasonable relation to the difference in population, upon which it rests, 
in view of the purpose to be effected by such legislation, and clearly shows 
it was merely fixed arbitrarily, guised as a general law, and, in fact, is a 
local ahi It is, therefore, in plain violation of the Constitution and cannot 
be upheld.

Relating to and providing for the reidentification of voters in Law- 
rence County; directing the board of registrars to purge the lists of regis- 
tered voters; and providing a penalty for anyone willfully making a false 
statement in connection with such reidentification. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The board of registrars of Lawrence County is hereby di- 
rected to purge all lists of the registered electors of Lawrence County to 
the end that the names of all who are deceased or non-residents of 
the county, or who have otherwise become disqualified from voting there- 
in, shall be removed from such lists and to the end that the name of 
each qualified elector shall appear only on the list of qualified electors for 
the district and precinct in which he resides. 
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Section 2..The board of registrars of Lawrence County shall omit 
and remove from the lists of qualified electors of the county the name of 
every person who fails to reidentify himself in one of the ways here- 
inafter provided before the first day of January, 1964; provided, however, 
that no one who has registered as a qualified elector of the county since 
January 1, 1963, shall be required to reidentify himself. No person re- 
moved from the list of qualified electors as herein provided shall cease 
permanently to be a qualified elector, nor be subject to re-registration, but 
shall be subject only to the requirement that he reidentify himself as a 
duly registered elector before being listed on the list of qualified electors 
in the county, and before being entitled to vote at elections held in the 
county after the first day of January, 1964. 


Section 3. A qualified elector may reidentify himself in any one of 
the following ways: 


(a) He may reidentify himself by appearing in person at the office 
of the board of registrars and answering such questions and submitting 
such proof as may be set forth hereinafter to establish the voter’s identity 
and place of legal residence and that the voter has not become dis- 
qualified from voting in the county. 


(b) He may also reidentify himself at any election at which the 
voter votes prior to January 1, 1964, by answering and signing the ques- 
tionnaire hereinafter provided for, in the presence of a clerk, manager, 
inspector, or returning officer at such election, who also shall sign the 
questionnaire as an attesting witness. The returning officer shall transmit 
each signed questionnaire to the judge of probate for transmittal to the 
board of registrars. 


(c) A qualified elector who is on active duty in the Armed Forces 
of the United States, or the husband or wife a member of the Armed 
Forces on active duty, may also reidentify himself or herself by filling in 
and mailing to the office of the judge of probate the completed answers 
to such questions as are set forth in the questionnaire hereinafter de- 
tailed, and the elector’s signature to such questionnaire must be witnessed 
by a commissioned officer of the Armed Forces. 


(d) The board of registrars shall furnish a sufficient number of 
blank questionnaires to the judge of probate, and also to the sheriff, party 
executive committee, or other officer, agency, or committee charged with 
the duty of sending out election supplies, who shall cause a_ sufficient 
number thereof to be sent to each voting place at each election to be 
held prior to October 1, 1964.

Section 4. Any qualified elector of Lawrence County who shall have 
his or her name omitted or removed from the lists of qualified electors in 
the county by reason of his or her failure to reidentify himself or 
herself as hereinabove provided, or whose name is otherwise purged there- 
from, shall be entitled to have his or her name restored to the list of 
qualified electors by appearing office of the board of registrars or judge 
of probate in the manner hereinabove provided. However, after January 
1, 1964, every qualified elector must have reidentified himself or herself at 
least thirty days prior to voting. 


Section 5. Whoever knowingly makes a false statement in answer 
to the reidentification questionnaire to the board of registrars or the judge 
of probate or the duly authorized employees of the judge of probate or 
to the clerk, manager, inspector, or returning officer or to the commis- 
sioned officer of the United States Armed Forces is guilty of perjury, and 
upon conviction shall be punished by imprisonment in the penitentiary 
for not less than one year nor more than five years. 


Section 6. The court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or 
like governing body of Lawrence County, is hereby authorized and directed 
to furnish the board of registrars and the judge of probate the sup- 
plies, equipment, printed forms, stationery, stamps, clerical help and ad- 
vertisements necessary for the reidentification of voters as herein provided. 


Section 7. The board of registrars shall meet as often as necessary 
and on such dates as the board may by order fix for the purpose of 
purging the list of qualified electors of the county. The board may meet 
any number of days not exceeding thirty days per annum, in excess of 
the maximum now provided by law for the purpose of purging such list, 
and shall be entitled to the same per diem allowances for meeting on such 
dates in excess of the maximum, as now provided by law. 


Section 8. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains.

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RESOLUTION 


Messrs. Tyson, Brannan, Evans, Roberts and Montgomery offered the 
following Senate Joint Resolution, to-wit: 


S. J. R. 56. WHEREAS, The present Administration is committed 
to the program of legislation which will improve and stabilize the Alabama 
State Docks and Inland Docks Systems; and 


WHEREAS, it will be necessary for a careful and detailed study to be 
made of the existing operation, past systems of operation and proposed 
systems of operation, of this facility and with a view of making suggested or 
recommended desirable changes and improvements, including proposals 
for a board or a commission for the control and administration of the Ala- 
bama State Docks Department and Inland Docks System; and 


WHEREAS, this study will require the cooperative efforts of the mem- 
bers of both the Senate and House, and the Mobile Chamber of Commerce. 
the State Chamber of Commerce, the Maritime interests, management and 
labor organizations, and transportation businesses, as well as the general 
public for a considerable period of time; and 


WHEREAS, it will be necessary for the members of the Senate and 
House who are appointed to the Alabama State Docks Committee to have 
hearings on the said proposed legislation from time to time, when the legis- 
ture is not in session; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Senate, the House 
of Representatives concurring, as follows: 


1. An Alabama State Docks Committee be and the same is hereby 
established. 


2. The Alabama State Docks Committee shall consist of three mem- 
bers from the Senate and three members from the House of Representa- 
tives. Said members shall be appointed by the Lieutenant Governor and the 
Speaker of the House, respectively. The members of the committee shall 
elect one of their number as chairman. 


3. The Chairman of the Alabama State Docks Committee shall, by 
and with the consent of the members of the committee, appoint not less than 
five nor more than ten members of the public to serve on a commission, to 
be known as the “Commission for Study of the Alabama State Docks De- 
partment,” one of whom shall be designated by the chairman of the com- 
mittee as chairman of the commission, all of whom shall serve without com- 
pensation. 


4, The commission shall perform its work in cooperation with the 
committee and under the direction of the committee and make a report on 
its findings and recommendations from time to time. 


5. The Chairman of the Alabama State Docks Committee shall have 
the right and power to employ and fix compensation of attorneys and other 
assistants not to exceed two to study the systems and procedures of other 
states and not more than one stenographer who shall function as a clerk: 
also to assist the committee and the commission in drafting the necessary 
legislation and reports to be presented to the legislature. 


6. The committee shall make its report back to the legislature during’ 
the next regular session of the legislature or the next special session of the 
legislature, if said report is completed by the time of the next special ses- 
sion, 
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7. The per diem and expenses of the members of the committee and 
the pay of the committee’s employees shall be paid as provided in Code of 
Alabama 1940, Title 32, Sections 13 and 14, upon approval by the Speaker 
of the House and the Lieutenant Governor; or such expenses may be 
paid from funds of the State Docks Department upon approval by the 
Director and the Governor. 


8. The committee shall meet on call of its chairman at such place 


and time to be designated by him. A majority of the committee shall con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 


9. The commission shall meet on the call of its chairman or on 
the call of the chairman of the committee at such time and place to be 
designated by him.

Section 1. The following words and phrases, including the plural of 
any thereof, whenever used in this act, shall in the absence of clear impli- 
cation otherwise herein have the following respective meanings: 


“Municipality” means any incorporated city or town in this state. 


“Governing body” means the council, board of commissioners or like 
body in which the legislative functions of the municipality are vested by 
law. 


“Municipal board” means any official or representative body, incor- 
porated or unincorporated, organized by or with the consent of the municipal 
governing body under the authority of law to exercise either governmental 
or corporate functions of the municipality. 


“Public record” means all written, typed or printed books, papers, let- 
ters, documents and maps made or received in pursuance of law by the

_“Custodian” means the person or persons responsible for keeping and 
saving any public record of the municipality or municipal board. 


The governing body of every municipality is hereby auth- 
crized and empowered to determine whether or not the following listed 
public records are obsolete and no longer needed for public purpose after 
they have been kept by the custodian thereof for the minimum retnetion 
period set opposite each, and to cause the destruction of such records pur- 
suant to the provisions of this Act:

Provided, the governing body shall not have the authority to declare any 
of the foregoing records to be obsolete, or order their destruction, if they 
are involved in or connected with any pending litigation until such litiga- 
tion is finally concluded. 


Section 8. Whenever the custodian of any of the public records 
listed in Section 2, above, has retained such records for the minimum re- 
tention period prescribed therefor and is of the opinion that such records 
are obsolete and should be destroyed, he shall file a petition with the govern- 
ing body of the municipality setting forth the facts and requesting permis- 
sion from the governing body to destroy such public records. The governing 
body shali adopt a resolution ordering a public hearing on the matter of 
whether or not such records should be destroyed. The resolution shall speci- 
fy the day, time, place and purpose of the hearing, and the date of the 
hearing shall be at least 30 days after the date the resolution is adopted. 
The municipal clerk shall publish notice of the hearing once a week for 
two consecutive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the muni- 
cipality, the first of which notices shall be published at least 20 days before 
the date of the hearing, and the municipal clerk shall mail a copy of the

Section 6. Any resolution of a municipal governing body authorizing

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR 
Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Senate: 


As we come to the conclusion of the Regular Session of the Legislature, 
I. want to express to you my appreciation for the fine spirit of coopera- 
tion which has existed between the Legislative and Executive branches of 
our government. You have accomplished much in this Session of the Legis- 
lature of which you can be proud. 


You met at my call in March of this year in your first Special Session 
to consider meeting the road needs of the people of Alabama, and you 
responded to that call by enacting legislation providing for a $100,000,000 
bond issue which will enable us to match the available Federal funds during 
this Administration and to keep our road construction and maintenance 
program abreast of the needs of our State.

The highway funds made available by you in your first Special Session 
have also inured to the benefit of the critical needs of the cities and coun- 
ties of Alabama. A substantial part of the $100,000,000 bond issue has 
already been allocated to the municipalities in Alabama on a grant program 
to enable them to better meet their responsibilites to the people of Alabama 
in the construction and maintenance of public roads and bridges. You 
are the first Legislature that has recognized its responsibility in this area, 
and you have discharged this responsibility in a commendable manner. I 
know that I speak for the people of Alabama when I congratulate you on 
the fine road program which you have authorized. 


Your Second Special Session was called by me for the purpose of meet- 
ing the critical needs facing public education in Alabama. You met this 
responsibility by providing an additional $44,000,000 annually for public 
education in Alabama, and while there were honest differences of opinion 
about the means used to raise the necessary revenues, the people of Ala- 
bama have accepted your judgment and are grateful to you for having pro- 
vided a realistic and forward program to meet out ever-increasing public 
school needs. 


You should take great pride in the legislation authorizing the issuance 
of bonds for the construction of at least five trade schools and five 
junior colleges in Alabama. We have barely scratched the surface in this 
important field, and the legislation which you enacted will make it possible 
for us to enter upon this program with adequate physical facilities and suffi- 
cient operating funds and, most important, without detriment to the re- 
mainder of our educational program. 


The Second Special Session resulted in legislation giving us an outstand- 
ing all-round educational program in Alabama. I firmly believe that we 
have provided the foundation for a truly exceptional educational program 
in Alabama, and on behalf of the people of this State, I commend you for 
your efforts in this field. 


Our State has been beset by many problems which are normally not 
faced by an Administration. These problems were of a nature which required 
your attention as well as mine, and I want to express my appreciation for 
your cooperation in meeting these crises as they developed. 
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It was necessary for us to make extended and extraordinary use of the 
Alabama Highway Patrol during events of last spring and summer, and it 
became apparent to all of us that further use of the State Troopers would 
be necessary in the months ahead. You responded to the problems created 
by this extraordinary situation by increasing the revenues available for the 
use of the Department of Public Safety in a most statesman like manner, 
and our efforts along these lines will enable us to have an effective, mobile 
and efficient organization available to keep down civil strife and disorder 
which is being generated throughout Alabama by persons unsympathetic to 
peace and tranquility and who are acting in an Unamerican way to create 
domestic discord throughout this nation. 


You have also dealt with problems which are common to every regu- 
lar session of the Legislature, and there are many groups of public officials 
in Alabama who are grateful to you and for whom I express appreciation 
at this time. You have met the need for recognition of a realistic pay 
scale for deserving State employees and other public officials in Ala- 
bama. I know that the appellate judges, circuit judges, solicitors, court re- 
porters and State officials and employees join me in thanking you for your 
efforts on their behalf. 


You have provided additional funds for old age assistance in Alabama. 
I regret that other measures to provide a more adequate standard of living 
for our elderly citizens were not enacted by you, but I know I express for 
them their appreciation for what you have done on their behalf, and I trust 
that you will keep their needs in mind as you anticipate the Regular Session 
of 1965. There has, of course, been other worthwhile legislation enacted 
into law for which this Body is entitled to great credit. Time will not per- 
mit me to enumerate all of these items. 


There is on your calendar at the present time House Bill Number 33 
which is referred to as the succession bill. I am personally gratified and 
humbled by the fact that the House passed this bill, after making it ap- 
plicable to the Administration, by an overwhelming majority. This was not 
part of my program but it is a source of great pride to me personally that 
the members of the legislature and an overwhelming majority of the 
Senate hold my Administration in such high esteem. 


These next 24 hours are the most important hours of the Regular Ses- 
sion. Realizing that, I do not desire this bill to be used by obstructionists 
as an excuse to kill other good legislation remaining on the calendar. i 
therefore respectfully urge that this bill be moved aside so that legislation 
vital to the people of Alabama may receive attention in these remaining 
hours. 


In my campaign for Governor my primary pledge to the people was 
that I would “stand up for Alabama.” My every effort and my entire energy 
has been devoted to the fulfillment of this pledge. You know as well as I 
of the many threats that exist to our individual liberty and even our free- 
dom at this time. I appreciate your pledge in the organizational session to 
stand with me in standing up for Alabama, and as we pass through these 
perilous times fighting the fight that brave men have always fought for 
liberty and freedom, I earnestly seek and solicit your counsel and prayers. 
Our fight is for the freedom of all the people of Alabama, both black and 
white, and with God’s help, we shall win this fight.

AN ACT 


To make appropriations for the ordinary expenses of the executive, legis- 
lative and judicial departments of the State, and for the interest on the 
public debt and for the public schools. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. That, for the purpose of this Act, the following classifica- 
tions, definitions and restrictions shall be applicable to the appropriations 
herein made: (a) “salary” and “other salaries”, wherever appearing herein, 
shall mean the wages or other compensation for skill, work or employment 
for anyone performing services for the State of Alabama as an employee, 
officer or official, and shall be expended only for such purposes; (b) “other 
expenses” shall mean the operating costs of agencies, departments, boards, 
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bureaus and institutions of the State, other than salaries and equipment 
purchases, and shall be expended only for operating costs incident to the 
normal operations of such agencies, departments, boards, bureaus and in- 
stitutions including supplies and materials, postage, telephone, telegraph, ex- 
press, travel expense, motor vehicle operations, lights, water, power, in- 
surance and bonding, printing and binding, repairs, rents and items of 
general expense not defined as “equipment purchases” and the money appro- 
priated therefor shall be expended only for such purposes; (c) “equipment 
purchases” shall mean those items of office equipment, motor vehicle equip- 
ment and other equipment which have an appreciable and calculable period 
of usefulness in excess of one year and the money appropriated therefor shall 
be expended only for such purposes. 


‘Section 2. There is hereby appropriated for the ordinary expenses of

Section 6. In addition to the appropriations herein made, all gifts, 
grants, or contributions, including grants by the Congress of the United 
States, municipalities or counties, to any department, division, board, 
bureau, commission, agency, institution, office or officer of the State of 
Alabama are hereby appropriated and, in the event the same are recurring, 
are re-appropriated to such department, division, board, bureau, com- 
mission, agency, institution, office or officer to be used only for the pur- 
pose or purposes for which the grant or contribution was or shall be made. 


Section 7. That, if any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, pro- 
vision or portion of this Act or all or any portion of any appropriation 
or appropriations herein made be held unconstitutional or invalid, it 
shall not affect any other section, paragraph, sentence, clause, provision 
or portion of this Act or any other appropriation or appropriations or 
portion thereof hereby made not in and of itself unconstitutional or invalid. 


Section 8. That all laws and parts of laws, general, special, private or 
local, in conflict with or inconsistent with provisions of this Act be and the 


same are hereby expressly repealed. 
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’ Section 9. That this Act shall become effective on October 1, 1963.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To make appropriations for the ordinary expenses of the executive, 
legislative and judicial departments of the State, and for the interest on the 
public debt and for the public schools. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. That, for the purpose of this Act, the following classifica- 
tions, definitions and restrictions shall be applicable to the appropriations 
herein made: (a) “salary” and “other salaries”, wherever appearing 
herein, shall mean the wages or other compensation for skill, work or 
employment for anyone performing services for the State of Alabama 
as an employee, officer or official, and shall be expended only for such 
purposes; (b) “other expenses” shall mean the operating costs of agencies, 
departments, boards, bureaus and institutions of the State, other than 
salaries and equipment purchases, and shall be expended only for operat- 
ing costs incident to the normal operations of such agencies, departments, 
boards, bureaus and institutions including supplies and materials, postage, 
telephone, telegraph, express, travel expense, motor vehicle operations, 
lights, water, power. insurance and bonding, printing and binding, repairs, 
rents and items of general expense not defined as “equipment purchases” 
and the money appropriated therefor shall be expended only for such 
purposes; (c) “equipment purchases” shall mean those items of office 
equipment, motor vehicle equipment and other equipment which have an 
appreciable and calculable period of usefulness in excess of one year and 
the money appropriated therefor shall be expended only for such purposes. 


Section 2. There is hereby appropriated for the ordinary expenses 
of the executive, legislative, and judicial departments of the State, for the 
interest on the public debt, and for the public schools for each of the two 
fiscal years ending respectively September 30, 1964 and September 80, 
1965, to be paid out of any moneys in the State Treasury not otherwise 
appropriated, the several sums of money hereinafter specified, from 
such funds and accounts as may be designated, or so much thereof as may 
be necessary, and the total amount to be expended for the items for which 
the appropriation is herein made shall not exceed the amount provided 
therefor and the amounts herein appropriated for “equipment purchases” 
shall not be increased by the expenditure of any revenue derived from 
the sale, trade-in or exchange of the items of personal property described 
in Section 1 (c) hereof.

On motion of Mr. Tyson, the Senate nonconcurred in the House 
amendment to the Bill, SB 387, the title of which is set out in the fore- 
going Message from the House, said House amendment being as follows: 


SUBSTITUTE FOR S. B. 387 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to municipalities having populations of not less than 200,000 
nor more than 300,000, according to the last or any subsequent federal de- 
cennial census; providing optional forms of government which may be 
adopted by such municipalities; and providing the exclusive method by 
which any such municipality may adopt such an optional form of municipal 
government. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Chapter 1 


Section 1. This Act shall apply only to municipalities having popula- 
tions of not less than 200,000 nor more than 300,000, according to the last 
or any subsequent federal decennial census. Any such city may retain the 
form of government under which it is presently operating or may adopt, 
upon proceeding in the manner provided in this Act, one of the optional 
plans or forms of government provided herein. 


Section 2. The legally qualified voters of any municipality to which 
this Act is applicable may adopt any of the optional plans of this Act 
upon petition and referendum, as hereinafter provided. The procedure for 
abandonment of the existing form of government of the city and the method 
prescribed in this Act for changing the form of government of any such 
city are exclusive and no other procedure or method shall be followed in 


any such city. 


Section 8. Upon petition signed by twenty percent or more of the 
qualified voters of the municipality, such petition to be addressed to the 
judge of probate of the county in which the municipality is situated, an 
election shall be held on the question of the adoption of an optional plan 
under this Act. The petition must show the full name of the voter, the 
date on which he signed the petition, the precinct, ward, or beat in which he 
is qualified to vote, and the address of his residence. 


Section 4. The judge of probate shall examine the petition and if 
he determines that the petition is signed by at least twenty percent of 
the qualified voters of the municipality as provided in Section 3, he shall 
certify such fact to the governing body of the city, and such governing body 
shall call for an election to be held on the same day as the next general, 
special, primary, or municipal election which is to be held in the munici- 
pality, if such an election is to be held within 180 days after the filing of 
the petition, and if an election is not to be held within that time, a special 
election shall be called within such time. The question of adoption of an 
optional plan of government shall be submitted to the voters in the same 
manner as other public questions to be voted upon by the voters of a single 
municipality. However, the voters shall be given their choice among the 
several optional plans provided for in this Act or the retention of the 
existing form of city government. The propositions to be voted on shall be 
stated substantially as follows: 
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“Shall the existing form of government for the city of 
be retained? 


i “Shall the mayor council form of government be adopted for the city 
of ———____________? 


oe the council manager form of government be adopted for the 
city of ———_________—_? 


“Shall the board of commissioners form of government as provided 
by a 887 enacted at the Regular Session of 1963 be adopted for the 
city of ——_—_-_______—__? 


The voter shall mark his ballot with a crossmark before or after the 
proposition which expresses his choice. The voter shall express his choice 
as to one form of government only and no ballot shall be counted which is 
marked for more than one choice. No other proposition shall be submitted 
by the city to the voters of such city upon this ballot. If voting machines 
are used at any voting place in the election, the above propositions may, at 
the discretion of the governing body of the city, be submitted as separate 
propositions on voting machines so used. 


Section 5. No petition for submission of the question of adopting an 
optional plan of government pursuant to this Act may be circulated or 
filed before January 1, 1964, nor shall any such petition be filed within 
two years after any otherpetition under this Act has been duly filed, nor 
within five years after an option plan of government shall have been adop- 
ted for the municipality. 


Section 6. Whenever the legally qualified voters of any municipality 
to which this Act applies, by majority vote of those voting on the question 
vote in favor of adopting a change in the form of government under this 
Act, the officers herein provided for such form of government shall be 
elected and the plan of government shall become effective as hereinafter 
provided. However, no proposition as stated in Section 4 shall be carried 
unless a majority of all the votes cast in such election are in favor of 
such proposition. If at any such election no proposition receives a majority 
of all the votes cast, then a second election shall be held on the same day 
two weeks later at which election only the two propositions receiving the 
highest number of votes at the first election shall be placed on the ballot. 
Such election shall be conducted, the vote canvassed, the result declared and 
certificates transmitted as provided for the first election. If the majority of 
all votes cast in the election shall be in favor of the adoption or the re- 
tention of any one of said forms of government, then such form of govern- 
ment shall be adopted or retained as the case may be by such city, and the 
canvassing board or official shall transmit to the governor, to the secretary 
of state, to the judge of probate of the county, and to the chief executive 
officer of the city, a certificate stating that such proposition was adopted 
by such city. 


Chapter 2 


Section 7. The form of government provided in this chapter of 
this Act shall be known as the “Mayor-Council Plan” and shall apply to 
any municipality the voters of which have adopted it pursuant to this Act. 
The mayor-council plan of government for any city to which this Act ap- 
plies cannot be adopted except in accordance with this Act. 


Section 8. Each municipality operating under this chapter shall be 
governed by an elected council, an elected mayor, and such other officers 
and employees as may be duly appointed pursuant to law or ordinance. 
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Section 9. The council shall consist of nine members, who shall be 
elected at large by the voters of the municipality; and the members of the 
council shall be elected at a regular municipal election to be held every 
four years on the second Tuesday in August. Each councilman shall 
have been a citizen and resident of the municipality at least two years 
next preceding his election, and a qualified elector of the city at the time 
of his election and during his continuance in office. The election of council- 
men shall be held and conducted under general laws fixing the times for 
holding and regulating the conduct of municipal elections. : 


Section 10. Members of the council shall serve for a term of four 
years, beginning at twelve o’clock noon on the first Monday of October 
next following their election, and until their successors are elected and 
qualified. Vacancies shall be filled for the unexpired term by election. How- 
ever, the council may fill the vacancy temporarily by appointment. Council- 
men shall be entitled to a compensation of $2,400 per annum each, payable 
in installments as the salaries of other municipal officers are paid. At its 
organizational meeting, the council shall elect a president of council and 
a president pro tempore from among their own number. The president of 
the council and president pro tempore shall have the right to vote on all 
questions the same as any other members of the council. 


Section 11. All legislative powers and other powers granted to cities 
and towns shall be exercised by the council, except those powers conferred 
on some officer by law or ordinance, and except as may otherwise be pro- 
vided by this Act or by other general laws. 


Section 12. The council, in addition to such other powers and duties 
as may be conferred upon it by this Act or otherwise by law, may: 


(a2) Consider and approve or decline to approve nominations for ap- 
pointments to be made by the mayor; 


(b) Require any municipal officer, in its discretion, to prepare and 
submit sworn statements regarding his official duties and the performance 
thereof, or otherwise to investigate the conduct of any department, office, 
or agency of the municipal government; 


(c) Remove any municipal officer, other than the mayor or a member 
of council, for cause, upon notice and opportunity to be heard. 


Section 18. The council shall appoint a municipal clerk, who shall 
serve as clerk of the council, keep its minutes and records of its proceed- 
ings, maintain and compile its ordinances and resolutions, and perform such 
other functions as may be required by law for municipal clerks generally. 
The municipal clerk shall, prior to his appointment, have been qualified by 
training or experince to perform the duties of the office. 


Section 14. The executive power of the municipality shall be exer- 
cised by the mayor. The mayor shall be elected by the qualified voters of 
the municipality at the regular municipal election to be held every four 
years on the second Tuesday in August, and shall serve for a term of four 
years beginning at twelve o’clock noon on the first Monday in October 
following his election. The mayor shall be entitled to compensation at the 
rate of fifteen thousand dollars per annum, payable in installments as the 
salaries of other municipal officers are paid. 


Section 15. The mayor shall enforce the ordinances of the municipal- 
ity and all laws applicable thereto. He shall annually address the council on 
the condition and requirements of the municipal government and shall 
from time to time make any such recommendations for action by the coun- 
cil as he may deem in the public interest. He shall supervise all of the 
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departments of the municipal government and shall require each depart- 
ment - make an annual and such reports of its work as he may deem 
esirable. 


Section 16. (a) The mayor shall nominate and appoint, with the 
advice and consent of the council, the judge of the municipal court, or 
recorder, and the department heads of the municipality other than the 
municipal clerk. Provided, that the appointment of city officers and em- 
ployees other than city attorneys and recorders shall be made subject to the 
provisions of such merit or civil service system law as may be applicable 
to such municipality. 


(b) Ordinances adopted by the council shall be submitted to the 
mayor, and he shall within ten days after receiving any ordinance, either 
approve the ordinance by affixing his signature thereto or return it to the 
council, by delivering it to the municipal clerk, together with a statement 
setting forth his objections thereto or to any item or part thereof. No or- 
dinance or any item or part thereof shall take effect without the mayor’s 
approval, unless the mayor fails to return an ordinance to council within 
ten days after it has been presented to him, or unless council upon re- 
consideration thereof at the next regular council meeting following its re- 
turn by the mayor shall by a vote of six members resolve to override the 
mayor’s vote. 


Section 17. In case of the absence of the mayor or his inability 
to serve on account of sickness or any other good reason, the president of 
the council, or the president pro tempore of the council in case of absence 
or disability of the president of the council, shall act as mayor pro tempore 
with the power and authority of the mayor during such time. In the event 
of a failure or refusal of the president of the council or the president pro 
tempore of the council to act, the council may appoint one of its members 
to act as mayor pro tempore with like effect, which appointment shall be 
entered in the minutes of the council. In the event of a vacancy, from any 
cause, in the office of mayor, the president of the council shall succeed 
to the office of mayor for the unexpired term; and in the event of a 
vacancy in the office of the president of the council, the president pro 
tempore shall, in like manner, be president of the council for the unex- 
pired term; in the event of a vacancy in the office of the president pro 
tempore, the offiie shall be filled from the membership of the council. 


Section 18. The municipal budget shall be prepared by the mayor. 
During the month of August, the mayor shall require all department heads 
to submit requests for appropriations for the ensuing budget year, and to 
appear before the mayor or hig designated representative at public hear- 
ings, which shall be held in that month, on the various requests. 


Section 19. On or before the fifteenth day of September the mayor 
shall submit to council his reeommended budget together with such explana- 
tory comment or statement as he may deem desirable. The budget ghall 
be in such form as may be prescribed by the council, and shall in addition 
have appended thereto a detailed analysis of the various items of expendi- 
ture and revenue. Council may increase or reduce any item or items in the 
mayor’s budget by a vote of a majority of the council. The budget shall 
become effective on the ensuing first day of October. 


Section 20. The council shall where practicable provide for the main- 
tenance of a system of quarterly allotments for the operation of the budget. 
It shall be the duty of the officer or department administering any function 
of the municipality to report to the mayor such financial statistics as the 
mayor may require in the formulation of the budget. 


Section 21. The council shall provide by ordinance for the exercise 
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of a control function, in the management of the finances of the municipality 
by some officer other than the mayor. The control function shall include 
provision for an encumbrance system of budget operation, for expenditures 
only upon written reouisition, for the pre-audit of all claims and demands 
against the municipality prior to payment, and for the control of all pay- 
ments out of any public funds by individual warrants for each payment to 
the official having custody thereof. 


Chapter 3 


Section 22. ‘The form of government provided in this chapter of this 
Act shall be known as the “council-manager plan” and shall apply to any 
municipality the voters of which have adopted this plan pursuant to this 
Act. 


Section 23. Each municipality under this chapter shall be governed 
by an elected council, an appointed municipal manager, and such other of- 
ficers and employees as may be duly appointed pursuant to law or 
ordinance. 


Section 24. The municipal council shall consist of nine members. 
Each councilman shall have been a citizen and resident of the municipal- 
ity at least two years next preceeding his election, and shall be a qualified 
voter of the city at the time of his election and during his continuance in 
office. 


Section 25. Members of the municipal council shall be elected at 
large by the voters of the municipality at a regular municipal election to 
be held every four years on the second Tuesday in August in accordance 
with general laws regulating election of members of city councils. 


Section 26. Members of the council shall serve for a term of four 
years, beginning on the first Monday in October next following their 
election, and until their successors are elected and qualified. Council may 
fill the vacancy temporarily by appointment to serve until the qualification 
of a person so elected. Councilmen shall be entitled to a compensation of 
2,400 dollars per annum each payable in installments as the salaries of 
other municipal officers are paid. 


Section 27. On the first Monday in October following their election, 
the members elected to the municipal council shall assemble at the usual 
place of meeting of the governing body of the municipality and organize 
and elect one of their number as mayor. The mayor shall be chosen by 
ballot by a majority vote of all members of the municipal council. If 
the members shall be unable, within five ballots to be taken within two 
days of said organization meeting to elect a mayor, then the member who in 
the election for members of the municipal council received the greatest 
number of votes shall be the mayor. Should such person decline to accept 
the office, then the person receiving the next highest vote shall be mayor 
and so on. The compensation of the mayor under this plan shall be 12,500 
dollars per annum. 


Section 28. The mayor shall preside at all meetings of the municipal 
council and shall have a voice and vote in its proceedings. All bonds, notes, 
contracts, and written obligations of the municipality shall be executed on 
its behalf by the mayor, or in the event of his inability to act, by such 
councilman as the municipal council shall designate to act as mayor during 
his absence or disability. 


Section 29. All legislative powers and other powers granted to cities 
and towns shall be exercised by the council, except those powers conferred 
on some officer by law or ordinance, and except as otherwise provided 
herein. 
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Section 30. The municipal council shall appoint a municipal man- 
ager, a municipal clerk, and municipal attorneys. The council may provide 
for the appointment of other necessary officers and employees, and may 
create commissions and other bodies with advisory powers. All appoint- 
ments and removals of personnel, except the municipal manager, attorneys, 
and recorders, shall be made in accordance with the provisions of such merit 
or civil service system law as may be applicable to such municipality. 


Section 31. The municipal council shall continue or create, and de- 
termine and define the powers and duties of, such executive and adminis- 
trative departments, boards, and officers in addition to those provided 
for herein, as it may deem necessary for the proper and efficient conduct 
of the affairs of the municipality. Any department, board, or office so 
created may at any time be abolished by the municipal council. 


Section 32. The municipal council shall act in all matters as a body, 
and it is contrary to the intent of this chapter for any of its members 
to seek individually to influence the acts of the municipal manager, or any 
other officer, or to direct or request the appointment of any person to, or 
his removal from office; or to interfere in any way with the performance 
by such officers of their duties. The council and its members shall deal with 
the administrative service solely through the manager and shall not give 
orders to any subordinate of the manager, either publicly or privately. 
Nothing herein contained shall prevent the municipal council from appoint- 
ing committees or commissions of its own members or of citizens to 
conduct investigations into the conduct of any officer or department, or 
any matter relating to the welfare of the municipality, and delegating to 
such committees or commissions such powers of inquiry as the municipal 
council may deem necessary. Any councilman violating the provisions 
of this section shall be disqualified to serve thereafter, and may be removed 
from his office by an appropriate proceeding brought in a court of com- 
petent jurisdiction. 


Section 38. The municipal council shall as soon as possible after its 
organization appoint by a vote of a majority of all its members, a municipal 
manager at such salary and under such conditions as the municipal council 
by a majority vote may decide. 


‘Section 34. The council may by resolution appoint an officer of the 
municipality to perform the duties of the manager during his absence or 
disability until he shall return or his disability shall cease. 


Section 35. The municipal manager shall be chosen by the council 
solely on the basis of his executive and administrative qualifications, with 
special reference to his actual experience in, or his knowledge of, accepted 
practice in respect to the duties of his office as hereinafter set forth. At 
the time of his appointment, he need not be a resident of the municipality 
or of Alabama, but during his tenure of office he must reside in the 
municipality. 


Section 36. The municipal manager shall hold office for an indefi- 
nite term and may be removed by a majority vote of the council. At least 
thirty days before such removal shall become effective, the council shall by 
a majority vote of its members adopt a preliminary resolution stating the 
reasons for his removal. The manager may reply in writing and may request 
a public hearing, which shall be held not earlier than twenty days nor later 
than thirty days after the filing of such request. After such public hearing, 
if one is requested, and after full consideration, the council by a majority 
vote of its members may adopt a final resolution of removal. By a pre- 
liminary resolution the council may suspend the manager from duty, and 
shall in any case cause to be paid him forthwith any unpaid balance of his 
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salary then due and his salary for the next three calendar months following 
adoption of the preliminary resolution. 


Section 37. The municipal manager shall: 


: (a) Be the chief executive and administrative official of the munici- 
pality; 


(b) Execute all laws and ordinances applicable within the municipality; 


(c) Appoint and remove all heads of administrative departments and 
all other officers, subordinates and assistants, for whose selection or re- 
moval no other method is provided in this chapter, supervise and con- 
trol his appointees, and report all appointments or removals at the next 
meeting thereafter of the municipal council; provided, that all such ap- 
pointments and removals are made in accordance with any merit or civil 
service system law which may be applicable to the municipality; 


(d) Negotiate contracts of the municipality subject to the approval of 
the municipal council; make recommendations concerning the nature and 
location of municipal improvements; and execute municipal improvements 
as determined by the municipal council; 


(e) See that all terms and conditions imposed in favor of the mu- 
nicipality or its inhabitants in any statute, public utility franchise, or other 
contract are faithfully kept and performed, and upon knowledge of any 
violation call the same to the attention of the municipal council; 


(f) Attend all meeting of the municipal council with the right to take 
part in the discussions, but without the right to vote; 


(g) Recommend to the municipal council for adoption such measures 
as he may deem necessary or expedient, and make reports to the council 
as requested by it, and at least once a year make an annual report of 
his work for the benefit of the council and the public; 


(h) Investigate at any time the affairs of any officer or department of 
the municipality; 


(i) Perform such other duties as may be required of the municipal 
manager by ordinance or resolution of the municipal council. 


The municipal manager shall in all matters act under the direction and 
supervision of the municipal council. 


Section 38. A municipal budget shall be prepared by the municipal 
manager. During the month of August in each year the municipal manager 
shall require the department heads to submit requests for appropriations 
for the ensuing budget year and to appear before him at public hearings, 
which shall be held during that month, on the various requests. 


Section 39. On or before the fifteenth day of September the muni- 
eipal manager shall submit to council his recommended budget together 
with such explanatory comment or statement as he may deem desirable. 
The budget shall be in such form as may be required by the council, and 
shall in addition have appended thereto a detailed analysis of the various 
items of expenditure and revenue. The council shall, where practicable, pro- 
vide by ordinance for the operation of a system of quarterly allotments 
for the operation of the budget, and for the development and reporting of 
appropriate unit costs of budgeted expenditures. The budget shall become 
effective on the first day of October. 
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Section 40. In any act or ordinance a provision conferring the ap- 
pointing power or other power upon the mayor or other executive officer 
of the municipality shall be construed as meaning the municipal manager in 
a municipality governed under this chapter, and the appointments or the 
power exercised by the municipal manager in accordance with such pro- 
visions shall be classified and given the same force and effect as if executed 
by the official named therein. 


Chapter 4 


Section 41. The form of government provided in this chapter shall be 
known as the “board of commissioners plan” and shall apply to any 
municipality the voters of which have adopted this plan pursuant to this Act. 


Section 42. The governing body of any such city shall be known as 
the board of commissioners and shall consist of three members designated 
as follows: president of the board of commissioners, associate commissioner 
number one and associate commissioner number two. Each associate com- 
missioner shall be designated by the number of the office to which he 
is elected. In all primary and general elections held for the purpose of 
nominating or electing members of the board of commissioners of such city, 
each of such positions to be filled shall be designated as provided in 
this Act, and shall appear on the ballots of such elections designated accord- 
ingly. Each candidate for nomination or election as a member of the board 
of commissioners of any such city shall designate in the declaration or an- 
nouncement of his candidacy the position to which he seeks nomination or 
election and his name shall appear on the ballots of such election accord- 
ingly. The term of office of each member of the board elected shall be four 
years from the first Monday in October next following his election, and 
until his successor shall have been elected and qualified. The president 
of the board of commissioners shall be the mayor and chief executive of 
such city. The president and the two associate commissioners of the board 
of commissioners shall be known collectively as the “Board of Commission- 
ers of (insert name of city)” and have the powers and duties hereinafter 
provided. 


Section 48. The salary of the president of the board of commission- 
ers shall be $15,000 per annum and the salary of each associate commission- 
er shall be $14,000 per annum. The salary of the president and the salaries 
of the associate commissioners shall be payable in equal monthly install- 
ments at the end of each calendar month out of the city treasury. 


Section 44. The president of the board of commissioners and the 
associate commissioners of the city shall be municipal officers only, and 
shall have, and possess and exercise all the municipal powers, legislative, 
executive and judicial. Said board of commissioners shall not have, pos- 
sess or exercise any legislative, executive, judicial or administrative pow- 
ers of the state or county, except when acting as recorder, and then only 
as a committing magistrate, nor shall the offices held by them be state of- 
fices, except as herein provided. Said board of commissioners shall have the 
exclusive right to regulate or permit within the corporate limits and the 
police jurisdiction of such city an amusement or the playing of any game 
on Sunday, and any law in conflict with this provision, in so far as same 
relates to such city is hereby repealed. 


Section 45. Each and every officer and employee of such city shall 
be selected and employed by the said board of commissioners, or under 
its direction, and all salaries and wages paid by said city shall be 
fixed by said board of commissioners, subject, however, to the provisions 
of any civil service or merit system law applicable to said city. 


Section 46. ‘The powers and duties of the board of commissioners of 
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each such city shall be distributed among three divisions, as follows: division 
of general administration and finance; division of public works; and division 
of public affairs. The president of the board of commissioners, or mayor, 
shall be the general executive officer of the city and shall be charged with 
the general supervision and direction of its affairs; and shall have direct 
supervision over the division of general administration and finance. The di- 
vision of general administration and finance shall include those functions 
and departments of the city having to do with the collection of taxes, 
licenses and improvement assessments; the expenditures of the city, in- 
cluding the purchase of equipment and supplies; accounts and accounting; 
the budget and appropriations; the administration of the legal affairs of 
the city, including the recorder’s court; the management of its sinking funds; 
and the management of any public utilities owned by the city. Associate 
commissioner number one shall have direct supervision over the division of 
publie works. The division of public works shall include those functions and 
departments of the city having to do with public improvements in such city, 
including the construction, improvement and maintenance of streets, side- 
walks, sewers, drainage systems, and public buildings and property; the city 
airport, wharves, and docks; the public health and sanitation; and kinder- 
gartens. Associate commissioner number two shall have direct supervision 
over the division of public affairs. The division of public affairs shall 
include the fire and police departments, the city cemetery, and the depart- 
ments having to do with weights and measures. Any function or department 
of the city not herein specifically assigned to one of the above divisions 
shall be the responsibility of the board of commissioners as a whole; pro- 
vided, however, any such function or department may be assigned to a di- 
vision, and reassigned, at any time by a unanimous decision of all members 
of the board of commissioners. 


Section 47. The board of commissioners shall hold regular public 
meetings on Tuesday of each and every week at some regular hour to 
be fixed by said board from time to time, and publicly announced by it, 
and it may hold such adjourned, called or other meetings as may be neces- 
sary or convenient. The president of the board, when present, shall preside 
at all meetings of said board but shall have no veto power. A majority of 
the total number of the members of said board shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of any and every business to be done by said board, 
and for the exercise of any and every power conferred upon it; and the 
affirmative vote of a majority of the total number of members of said 
board shall be necessary and sufficient for the passage of any resolution, 
by-law or ordinance, for the transaction of any business of any sort by 
said board or the exercise of any of the powers conferred upon it, except 
remitting fines, penalties and imprisonment. This provision shall not be con- 
strued, however, so as to prevent the said board from delegating or assign- 
ing to one or more of its members, or to such boards, commissioners, of- 
ficers or employees as may be created or selected by it, the performance 
of such executive or judicial duties, and powers that are vested in said 
board of commissioners, as may be necessary or convenient, provided that 
same is done by resolution, by-law or ordinance duly enacted. All meet- 
ings of said board of commissioners shall be open to the public. No resolu- 
tion, by-law or ordinance granting any franchise, appropriating any money 
for any purpose, providing for any public improvement, enacting any regula- 
tions, concerning the public comfort, the public safety or public health or of 
any other general or permanent nature, shall be enacted, except at a regular 
or adjourned public meeting of said board, provided that a meeting of the 
board of commissioners of said city may be called at any time to consider 
and act upon any emergency that involves the public safety or public health, 
when not otherwise herein provided. Every motion, resolution or ordinance 
introduced at any and every such meeting shall be reduced to writing and 
read before any vote thereon shall be taken and the yeas and nays thereon 
shall be recorded. A record of the proceedings of every such meeting shall 
be kept in a well bound book and every resolution and ordinance passed 
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by the board of commissioners must be recorded in such book and a rec- 
ord of the proceedings of the meeting be signed by at least two members 
of the board of commissioners before the action taken shall be effective. 
Such record shall be kept available for inspection by all citizens of such 
city, at all reasonable times. 


Section 48. An election shall be held in the city on the second Tues- 
day in August after this plan takes effect in the city, and on the same 
day of every fourth succeeding year, for the election of the president and 
two associate commissioners of the board of commissioners to hold office 
for a term of four years from the first Monday in October in said year 
and until their respective successors shall have been elected and shall have 
qualified for office. Any person desiring to become an independent candi- 
date at any election which may be held according to the terms of this 
Act for the office of president of the board of associate commissioner may 
become such candidate by filing in the office of the judge of probate of 
the county in which said city is situated a statement of such candidacy ac- 
companied by an affidavit taken and certified by said judge of probate or 
by a notary public that such person is duly qualified to hold the office 
for which he desires to become a candidate. Such statement shail be filed 
at least twenty-one days before the day set for such election and shall be 
substantially in the following form: “State of Alabama, ~ 
County. I, the undersigned, being first duly sworn, depose and say that I 
am a citizen of the City of __._______... in said State and County and reside 
Bb ee es in said city, that I desire to become a candidate for the of- 
fice of _. in said city for the term of _.. years in the election for 
said office to be held on the __... day of __-..... next; that I am duly 
qualified to hold said office if elected thereto and I hereby request that my 
name be printed upon the official ballot at said election (signed) —... 
Piao ea ah Subscribed and sworn to before me by said on 
the _. day of _..____..____... , 19... Judge of Probate or 
Notary Public.” Said statement shall be accompanied by a petition signed 
by at least one thousand persons who shall be qualified to vote at said 
coming election, requesting that such person become a candidate for said 
office at said election. The signers of said petition shall set forth their 
names in full and their residence addresses and said petition shall be sub- 
stantially like the following: “We, the undersigned, duly qualified electors 


of the City of and residing at the places set opposite our 
respective names, do hereby request that the name of 0 be 
placed upon the official ballot as a candidate for the office of _...._... 
in said city of the term of years at the election to be held in this 
City on the __ day of __._.... next. We further state that we know said 


pirat Meee Laan en hein, to possess the qualifications necessary for said of- 
fice and to be in our judgment a fit and proper person to hold said of- 
fice. Witness our hands on this the _.. day of , 19.” At every 
such election all ballots to be used by the voters shall be printed and pre- 
pared by the said city at its expense. No name shall appear upon said bal- 
lot as a candidate for election except the names of such persons as have 
become candidates according to the provisions of this Act; and no ballot 
shall be used at any such election except the official ballot prepared as 
herein provided. At every such election the board of commissioners of 
any such city or a majority of them acting as an appointing board, must 
not more than twenty nor less than ten days before the holding of such 
election appoint from the ogualified electors of the respective voting places 
election officials for each place of voting, to act at the place of holding 
elections in each precinct in such city, the number of such officials to be 
the same ag prescribed by Title 17, ‘Code of Alabama. All elections held 
under this Act shall, where applicable and not in conflict with this Act, 
be governed and conducted in all respects as provided by Title 17, Code of 
Alabama. No petition shall be required of political party candidates. 


Section 49. At every general election held under this chapter, the 
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candidate receiving the highest number of votes for the office which he 
seeks shall be declared elected. The majority of the votes cast for said 
office at such election shall be ascertained by dividing the total votes cast 
for all candidates for said office by two, and any number of votes in ex- 
cess of one-half of such total votes cast for all candidates for such office 
shall be a majority within the meaning of this section. If no candidate re- 
ceives a majority of all the votes cast in such election, then the municipal 
governing body shall order a second or run-off election to be held on the 
first Tuesday after the second Monday of September next thereafter, at 
which election the two candidates having received the most and the second 
most votes, respectively, shall be candidates and the person receiving the 
highest number of votes for that office in the run-off election shall be 
declared elected. If one of the candidates for a particular office in the 
run-off election withdraws, then there need not be a second election to fill 
such office nor shall the name of either the party so withdrawing or the 
remaining candidate be printed on the ballot of any second election held 
under the provisions of this chapter. This second election shall be held by 
the same election officers who held the first election and at the same places 
the first election was held. If there should be a tie vote cast at any such 
run-off election then in such event the tie shall be decided by the municipal 
governing body. A vote for a particular candidate by a majority of the 
total membership of the governing body shall be necessary to decide the 
election in his favor. The municipal clerk shall file a copy of each certificate 
of election in the office of the judge of probate of the county in which 
the city is situated, and the judge shall file such certificate in the same 
manner he files the declaration of result of elections to county offices. 


Section 50. No person shall be eligible to become a member of the 
board of commissioners of the city who is not duly qualified to vote in 
said city. In case any person after he shall have been elected and qualified 
&S SuCcH Commissioner suall be declared imeligibie to hoid such office a suc- 
cessor shall be chosen as in case of a vacancy by death, resignation or 
from any other cause. 


Section 51. Every person who shall be elected to the office of com- 
missioner in such city, shall before entering upon the discharge of the 
duties of the office qualify by making oath that he is eligible for said of- 
fice, and will execute the duties of the same according to the best of his 
knowledge and ability. Said oath shall be administered by the retiring mayor 
or president of the board of commissioners of such city, or by a circuit 
court judge. The term of office of said commissioners shall begin on the 
first Monday of October succeeding the election, except as may be otherwise 
expressly provided. Each commissioner shall, before entering upon the duties 
of his office, give a good and sufficient bond, which may be executed by 
a bonding company authorized to do business in Alabama, payable to and 
for the use and benefit of such city, in the sum of five thousand dollars, 
conditioned for the faithful discharge of his duties and that he will hold 
such city harmless from all loss caused by his neglect of duty or misfeasance 
in office or for the willful expenditure of any moneys of such city in viola- 
tion of law, and said bond, before being accepted, shall be approved by the 
judge of probate in and for said county wherein such city is situated. The 
premiums on said bond shall be paid out of the city treasury. Neither any 
member of the commission or any person holding an office of profit under 
the commission shall hold any office of profit or trust under the laws of 
any state of the United States, or hold any county or other city office; nor 
shall any commissioner be elected or appointed to any office created by or 
the compensation of which was increased or fixed by the commission while 
he was a member thereof, within two years of his membership on said 
commission. 


Section 52. No ordinance passed by the commission, except when 
-therwise required by the general laws of the state or by the provisions of 
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this subdivision, except an ordinance for the immediate preservation of the 
public health or safety, which contains a statement of its urgency and is 
passed by a unanimous vote of the commission shall go into effect before 
ten days from time of the final passage, and if during said ten days a 
petition signed by electors of the city equal in number to at least twenty 
per cent of the entire vote cast at the last general municipal election held 
in said city protesting against the passage of said ordinance, be presened 
to the commission, the same shall thereupon be suspended from going 
into operation, and it shall be the duty of the commission to reconsider 
such ordinance, and if the same is not entirely repealed, the commission 
shall submit the ordinance to the vote of the electors of the city, either 
at the general election or at a special municipal election to be called for 
that purpose, and such ordinance shall not go into effect or become operative 
unless a majority of the qualified electors voting on the same shall vote in 
favor thereof. Said petition and election shall be in all respects in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this Act, except as to the percentage of 
signers. 


Section 58. Whenever any vacancy shall occur in the office of the 
president of the board or associate commissioner of the city, the remaining 
commissioner or commissioners of such city shall order an election to be 
held not less than sixty nor more than ninety days from the date such 
vacancy occurs, at which election a successor to said office for the unex- 
pired term shall be voted for. Notice of such election shall be given by 
publication once a week for three successive weeks in some newspaper 
published in said city. Any person desiring to become a candidate for 
such office at such election shall qualify as provided herein and upon his 
so doing his name shall be placed upon the official ballot used in said elec- 
tion. The person who shall be elected to such office at such election shall 
qualify for office as soon as practicable and shall hold office for the un- 
expired term of his predecessor. Provided, that whenever any vacancy shall 
occur in the office of the president or associate commissioner within twelve 
months before the general city election as provided by this Act, then the 
successor of such associate commissioner shall be elected by the remaining 
member or members of the board of commissioners of such city within 
thirty days from the date of said vacancy and such successor shall serve 
for the unexpired term of his predecessor. Every person who shall be elected 
to the office of president or associate commissioner in any such city under 
the provisions of this section shall qualify for office as soon as practicable 
after such election, and shall be clothed with all the duties, responsibilities, 
and powers of such office immediately upon qualification. 


Chapter 5 


Section 54. A schedule of the installation of an optional plan adopted 
pursuant to this Act shall, as provided herein, take the following course: 


(a) An election to submit the question of adoption of an optional 
plan may be held at any time in accordance with the provisions of chapter 


‘(b) If a change in the form of municipal government is adopted 
under this Act the first officers to be elected under such adopted plan 
shall be elected at the next regular municipal election as provided in Act 
No. 633, Regular Session 1961; 


(c) The expense of all elections held hereunder shall be paid by the 
municipality conducting such elections. 


Section 55. Upon the effective date of an optional form of govern- 
ment adopted under this Act, the provisions of this Act pertaining thereto 
shall become applicable to such municipality, and the existing form of gov- 
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ernment for such municipality shall be abolished. All ordinances and reso- 
lutions of the municipality to the extent that they are not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Act shall remain in full force and effect until modi- 
fied or repealed as provided by law. All officers and employees of any 
municipality adopting an optional plan pursuant to this Act, except those 
whose terms of office are abolished by the adoption of such optional plan, 
shall continue in office until otherwise provided by the municipal council or 
commission. 


Section 56. All actions and proceedings of a legislative, executive, or 
judicial character which are pending upon the effective date of an optional 
plan adopted pursuant to this Act may continue, and the appropriate officer 
or employee under such optional plan shall be substituted for the officer or 
employee theretofore exercising or discharging the function, power, or duty 
involved in such action or proceeding. 


Section 57. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 58. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed. 


Section 59. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

such county for assessment during the next succeeding regular tax assess- 
ment period (October 1 through December 31), such report to be supported 
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by affidavit of the person making the report. The Tax Assessor in such 
counties shall determine the value to be assessed against such property on 
the basis of the report made and shall add such assessment to the assess- 
ment roll, and shall enter such change in the geographic listing of assess- 
ments. It shall not be necessary for any such Tax Assessor to inspect the 
property after such improvements or additions are made and reported 
until the next appraisal of the area in which the property is located as 
required in Section 5 of this Act. Violations of this section shall be treated 
under the provisions of Title 51, Section 53, Code of Alabama, 1940, as 
amended, and all the provisions thereof shall apply to such violations. The 
Tax Assessor, after determining that any escape taxes or penalties are due 
hereunder, shall not make or grant any remission of such taxes or penalties.”

“Section 138. The county governing body shall have the authority to 
determine what portion of the expense of the operation of the Tax As- 
sessor’s office is attributable to the equalization processes provided for 
under this Act, and shall be authorized to prorate these costs along with 
all costs of the operation of the Board of Equalization, except salaries of 
such board members, (which salaries shall be at the rate of $3,000.00 per 
annum for the Board Chairman and $2,500.00 per annum for each of the 
two associate members and shall be paid as required by Title 51, Section 95, 
of the Code of Alabama of 1940, as amended), equally among the County, 
the Board of Education or the Board of School Commissioners of such 
County and any municipality in such county in which the total assessed 
value of all taxable property is equal to or greater than 50% of the total 
assessed value of all taxable property located in such County. The County 
shall pay all such costs and shall issue quarterly statements, certified by 
the presiding officer of the county governing body, to each contributing 
governmental body or agency of its prorata share of such costs, which 
same each governmental body or agency shall pay to the County within 30 
days following the date of each such statement. The State of Alabama shall 
contribute its prorata share of the equalization program expense as pro- 
vided for in this Act, in addition to its portion of the salary expenses as 
authorized by Chapter 9, Title 51 of the Code of Alabama, 1940, as 
amended, based on the portion of ad valorem tax received by the State in 
such county.” 


It shall be in the discretion of the Tax Assessor as to whether his

Section 4. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains.

I am returning to you, the Body in which it originated, House Bill 756, 
with a suggested executive amendment, as follows: 


Amend House Bill 756 by striking therefrom Section 6 of said bill 
in its entirety and insert in lieu thereof Section 6 to read as follows: 


Section 6. The State Department of Revenue shall charge the county 
for collecting the special county taxes levied in this Act such an amount, 
not to exceed ten per cent of the amount collected, as the commissioner of 
revenue and the governing body of the county may determine. Such charge 
for collecting the taxes for the county may be deducted each month from 
the proceeds of the taxes collected before certifying the amount thereof 
due the county for that month. The commissioner of revenue shall pay into 
the state treasury all county taxes collected under this Act, as such taxes 
are received by the department of revenue; and on or before the tenth day 
of each successive month (commencing with the month following the month 
in which the department makes the first collections hereunder, the commis- 
sioner shall certify to the state comptroller the amount of taxes collected 
under the provisions of this Act and paid by him into the state treasury 
for the benefit of the county during the month immediately preceding the 
making of such certificate. Provided, that before certifying the amount of 
taxes paid into the state treasury for the benefit of the county during 
each month, the commissioner may deduct from the taxes collected in 
such month the charges due the department for the collection of the taxes 
for the county. It shall be the duty of the comptroller to issue his warrant 
each month payable to the custodian of the public funds of the county in 
an amount equal to the amount so certified by the commissioner of revenue 
as having been collected for the use of the county. The custodian of county 
funds shall deposit the revenue derived by the county from the taxes 
levied herein in a special fund. Such special fund is hereby appropriated 
for the following purposes only: 1) as a first charge, to provide 50 schol- 
arships to cover cost of tuition and instruction fees at Northwest Alabama 
Junior College for 50 high school graduates of Franklin County, to be 
awarded in the manner provided for by an act of the 1963 Legislature; and 
2) as a second charge, to provide for the cost of construction of buildings 
or other capital improvements at the Northwest Alabama Junior College. 


If the above suggested executive amendment is adopted, it will remove 
my objection to the bill.

Amend House Bill 806, by adding at the end of Section 5, the fol- 
lowing: 


“Provided, however, that nothing contained herein shall effect, over- 
come, or supersede the provisions of Title 28, Sections 317-328, Code of 
Alabama 1940.” 
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If the above suggested executive amendment is adopted, it will remove 
my objection to the bill.

And the House has concurred in and adopted the amendment proposed 
by the Governor to the bill, H. 806 by a vote of Yeas 75, Nays 0, which 
was a majority of the whole number elected to the House.

To amend an Act of the General Assembly of Alabama ap- 
proved February 15, 1876 and entitled “An Act to regulate public schools 
in the County of Mobile” as last amended by Act of the Legislature of 
Alabama approved September 19, 1947, by (1) amending that portion of 
Section 5 of the Act restricting the expenditure of money to purchase or 
lease property for school purposes necessary for the proper accommoda- 
tion and comfort of pupils and teachers and for the compensation and 
bonds of the officers, agents and employees of the Board, to twenty per 
centum (20%) of the income of the said Board, exclusive of the amounts 
derived from the State Educational fund; and by specifically exempting 
from the 20% limitation sums expended for constructing, furnishing and 
equipping of school buildings; (2) and by amending Section 5 of said Act 
by including specifically in the powers of the Board of School Commis- 
sioners of Mobile County, the power to invest, in obligations of the United 
States of America, whether interest-bearing obligations or obligations pur- 
chased at discount, moneys in the hands of the Board accumulated from any 
source, whether from sale or warrants or otherwise, and held in advance of 
expenditure by the Board in the conduct and performance of its duties 
and functions. 


As amended by the amendment proposed by His Excellency, the Gover- 
nor, was again read a third time at length and passed by a vote of Yeas 
78, Nays 0, which was a majority of the whole number elected to the House. 


\And said bill, together with the amendment proposed by His Excel- 
lency, the Governor, is herewith sent to the Senate for its consideration.
